The heat was intense and the smok* 
stifling. The women and children were 
hurried to places of *&r*ty. while tho 
men revritlned to fight the fire. 

While scene* of horror and depair 
were being enacted in the flre stricken 
territory, there was also a panic in 
neighboring cities, mllccs from the flre 
line. The wind from tho west and 
north blew the smoke Into Escunabiu 
At 4 o'clock In the afternoon the city 
seemed in darkness. A heavy veil of 
smoke overhung the surrounding coun¬ 
try. almost stilling women and chil¬ 
dren. It Is said that ow ners of vessels 
prepared to get ready to put out In 
the bay, whJlo these living on the out¬ 
skirts packed their belongings prepared 
to flee at a moment's notice. Most of 
tho refugees wore taken bock to-day 
when it was reported that tho fires had 
died down, but most of them found 
nothing when they found tho spot 
where their homes stood.

Details of the fire are gradually com¬ 
ing out of the burned territory. All 
day long refugee* and trainmen have 
been coming in telling tales of misery 
and suffering as well as heroism and 
brave deeds that were enacted whilo 
the flre was at Its hedght. The re¬ 
ports all show that the fire was fully 
as serious as first reported. The buined 
over district extends from a point ten 
miles out of Escanaba to Talbot on the 
south, to Charming and Quliiue?wc on 
the west. Sands on the north and back 
to Escanaba. While this territory has 
not been sw'ept over entirely, the major 
portion of it north of the northwest¬ 
ern line has. South of the line it 
burned in spots. The flames were 
fiercest along tho Escanaba and Lake 
Superior line. 

It Is In this district that a thousand 
or more of the small Area have been 
smoldering for weeks. Nothing was 
thought of these fires because they 
were not dangerous, but it only needed 
a w ind to fan them into a mighty sheet 
of flame. This wind came on Friday 
afternoon. 

• • • 

Flame# Could Not Be Stayed. 

Toward noon the wind began to blow* 
from the west at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour. By 2 o'clock the velocity 
was twenty miles and by 4 o’clock the 
small fires seemed to have united into 
one large one that extended over a 
flfty-mlle stretch and swept along with 
a fury that no human hand could stay. 
The flames seemed to center from a 
place called Northland, and from there 
swept down toward Escanaba. 
Throughout the territory hundreds of 
woodsmen were put to work to stay , 
the fire, but it could not be fought. 

1 First to be driven out were the w*oods- 
j men In camp and the homesteaders. 
Hundreds of small and prosperous 
farms abound In the territory and the 
occupants of these hurried to the near¬ 
est towns for shelter. Cattle and stock 
and houses and barns and their con- | 
tents were left to the flames. Wagons | 
were hurriedly load«*d with personal ef¬ 
fects and the race against the flames 
began. 

In some Instance# whole families 1 
ramo in. Many, however, reported thivt 
some of the member* had been separa¬ 
ted and left behind, and it is the fate 
of these that most concerns every body, j 
The flames came in as fast us the refu- j 
gees. Some of the towns were hemmed 
In cn all sides, and It w*as cither save 
the towns or burn up. Many were sav- I 
ed. imt some were not. Talbot and | 
Qulnneoec are the most notable ex¬ 
ample* At both a hard fight was put J 
up. but in the end tho places had to be j 
abandoned. 

There was little more human effort 
could do to check the flames. Water 
was scarce and even when It w*ns plen¬ 
tiful it was of no avail In combat!ing 
the flames. Clearings were burned over 
with fires that could not be controlled. 
Then the flames reached there, they 
found nothing more to consume. In

Another Torrential Rain Puts 
Entire Population Into 
a Panic.

Naples. May 19.—The Vesuvius rcginfi 
was again Inundated to-day by a tor¬ 
rential rain, which fell so heavily that 
a mighty river is now coursing down 
the side of the volcano, carrying every¬ 
thing before It, and sw-eeping trees, 
lava, houses and unlm&ls out of it# 
path. The torent, which is cromosped 
In part of mud. cinders and ashes. 1# 
about twelve fet wide, and some place# 
as much as eighteen feet deep. 

Two deaths have already been record¬ 
ed. a man and a boy having been 
drowned. The hoy was eleven year# 
old and the child of a peasant He had 
been warned to fly from the danger, but 
Insisted upon rushing In the direction 
of the stream in an effort to reach his 
father, who was in the torrent’s path 
and unconscious of his danger. The boy 
succeeded In reaching his father and 
both ran tow*ard safety. They were, 
how’ovcr. overtaken by the stream and 
sw*ept downward. Another peasant 
Jumped In the water to the rescue, but 
was also carried away. A second man 
rushed to give help and succeeded In 
pulling the lad’s farther and the other 
man from the waiter, but the man wit# 
so Injured that he died soon after. Th® 
body of the heroic boy was flung upon 
the trunk of a tree a long distance fol¬ 
low the sortie of the tragedy.

“Sure, it’s a talking machine," as¬ 
sured the old supervisor. “I’m going to 
use it to make corn grow. Tried It 
last year and it worked simply great;

with and tinkered up a bit. Didn’t 
know talking machines are good for 
porn? Why one machine in a ten-acre 
lot will boom business more than any¬ 
thing else I know of.

Why, there are crows on my 
farm that have been wanting to mi 
grate for fifty years, but Just hang 
around for the sake of macing my 
crops. They’ll lose sleep and leave a 
$7 lunch for the sake of pulling up 
a few tender shoots. The crow in the 
making was intended for the strong- 
arm game and was destined for Chi¬ 
cago. But something went wrong and 
he turned out just crow. 

“The talking machine is a great in¬ 
vention," reminded the young member. 

“In conjunction with the crow it 
works like this. I hide it in under a 
common, ordinary bushel basket,” con¬ 
tinued the old supervisor, “and hitch on 
an automatic operator that whirls the 
records every fifteen minutes. Along 
comes a flock of crows, radiating a 
shower of derisive caws. ’Here, quit 
that,’ bawls the machine. The head 
crow wheels and hustles for a tree, fol¬ 
lowed by his brother bandits. ’Keep 
away from that corn,* yells the basket 
Then the marauders glunce guiltily 
about and make a few whispered bets 
off the chances of escaping a load of 
shot. ’Hike out of that,' completes the 
record and by that time the crows are 
going to the bad with aching heads and 
beat it to the horizon In 1:10. 

“It usually requires about seven doses 
of that basket medicine to give them 
the impression the com Ik haunted. 
Then along comes a bunch of skeptics, 
crows that have even ventured over the 
city and have picked up a fine line of 
cuss words on the canal. At first the 
still small voice is met with a chorus 
of oaths, the birds swearing iri relays. 
You sec, at first they think It Is a 
harmless child talking. Just about then 
my nonchurch record is let loose, made 
especially by me and I’m under bond to 
the company not to release within a 
mile of a schoolhouse or dwelling. It 
is one-fourth canal talk, one-fourth 
’longshoreman’s talk, and the rest is 
made up of forceful bon mots gamed 
at sea and on land, wherever strength 
of expression can be found iri the larg¬ 
est chunks. I tried It on a New Or¬ 
leans levee boss once and he wept in 
mad despair and swore he was but an 
untutored child, unfit to chide a rab¬ 
bit. 

“Well, that usually settles the skep¬ 
tics. I never loose It on the average 
crow, as I don't believe in corrupting 
even a thief. But when it comes to like 
cure like it simply cusses the abandoned 
birds off the map."—[Rochester Post-

During Home-Coming Week.

Among the promising gardens In the 
city it is said that none is In a more 
flourishing condition that the gardens 
of Nulghborhood Hpu*e. In the front 
yard the work Is being carried on un¬ 
der the supervision of Miss Mary Bel¬ 
knap. The Civic Committee of the 
Council of Jewish Women, of which 
Mrs. E. H. Wuhle is chairman.

Some enthusiastic 
worker* even thought it a* pretty as 
any front yard In any section of the 
city The Nature Study Club, com¬ 
posed of girls ranging in age from 
twelve to fourteen. I* one of the most 
interesting clubs of the House. It ha* 
borne Its present name for two years. 

Last year the members devoted their 
time to the study of soil. Insects nnd 
plants This year, under their leader. 
Miss Mary Belknap, they commenced 
tho study of astronomy. After the les¬ 
son each week the girls spent their 
lime In Ihe making of raffia baskets. 
Sarah Fllugel Is the president of the 
club. When the warm clays of spring 
cams the girls w'elcopu*<t the thought 
of working In the yard once more, 
where they are learning the first prin¬ 
ciples of landscape gardening. In¬ 
spired hy the enthusiasm of the City 
Beautiful Committee, they hope to have 
a much prettier yard than last year, 
one that will gladden the hearts of nil 
Kentuckians who visit tho city during 
Ilomc-eomtng Week.

ORGANIC UNION ONCE MORE UP 


Birmingham. Ala., May 19.—Opening 
devotional services on Lhe fifteenth 
day of the General Conference of the 
Mfthodist Episcopal Church. South, 
were led by the Rev. T. W. Lewis, of 
MlaalasIppL W. K. Williams of the 
Northwest Texne Conference, offeivd a 
protest against the action of the con¬ 
ference in voting for a committee to 
revise the articles of faith. There were 
calls for it not to bo read, but simply 
lo go to the record, but several de¬ 
manded that It be read und this was 
done. A discussion followed and finally 
the following committee was named to 
make reply to the protest: 

C. M. Bishop, O. E. Brown and J. H. 
Scruggs. A telegram of greeting from 
the Presbyterian General ^Assembly at 
Greenville. SL C.. was road aa follows: 

“The general assembly of the Presby¬ 
terian Church of the United States 
sends fraternal greetings. Read Ephe¬ 
sians, Third chapter, seventh to twen¬ 
ty-first verses Inclusive.*' (Signed) Al¬ 
len G. Hall, Moderator; W. A. Alexan¬ 
der. stated clerk. 

A strong resolution was adopted 
against the sale of intoxicating liquors 
by employes of the Government or in 
places under Government control and 
copies were ordered sent to the Presi¬ 
dent of the Senate and Speaker of the 
House. Bishop A. W. Wilson was 
made president of the missions, with 
Bishop Janies Atkins as vice president. 

The report of the Committee on Fed¬ 
eration recommending nuncomurrenco 
with memorials asking for th© appoint¬ 
ment of a Committee on Proposed Or¬ 
ganic Union of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, was adopted. 

The conference adopted a report com¬ 
mending "the growing spirit of so many 
churches in emphasising the sacredness 
of marriage.”

They 
assert that there has been for some j 
Jveeks past a systematic effort In prog- , 
Yes* to induce Democrats to take ad- ! 
tranced ground In favor of Govern¬ 
ment ownership In their State plat¬ 
form. and also to declare In favor of 
municipal ownership In all cities In 
which Mayor* are elected by the poo- 
pl*\ Some who have been approached 
©n the subject have bcon told that 
such a pronouncement In the party 
platform w’ould be a good thing for 
the party here, and would likewise give 
encouragement to the Democrats In the 
JFnst, where Hearst 1* making a fight 
against a combination of plutocratic^ 
St>*mocratfl and their Republican allies. 

So aggressive have the advocate* of 
JHcarsUs policies become that soma of 
the Democratic leaders felt Interested 
enough to Inquire Into the origin of 
the movement, and it Is said that It 
bad Its birth among Socialists w’ho. In 
•ome place*, are posing as Democrats 
In order to Impress more thoroughly 
the men with whom they have com¬ 
municated. As far a* eun be definitely 
learned, the movement Is designed to 
get some kind of a plank in the Demo¬ 
cratic platform that will be equivalent 
to an Indorsement of municipal owner¬ 
ship, if not an out-and-out declaration 
jn It* favor. The Republican* refused 
to commend the State Railroad C nn- 
misslon In their State platform, and 
It has been suggested that the Demo¬ 
crat* should seize upon this omlsdon 
and In doing so commend the estab¬ 
lishment and work of the commission 
as a step In the direction of State con¬ 
trol of railroads and other corporations, 
It has been suggested that the plut- 


It Is said that the campaign Is being 
carried on with a good deal of In¬ 
genuity and that It Is confined prac¬ 
tically to the centers where the Social¬ 
ists poll their blggvst vote. F.<r In¬ 
stance, In the mining counties of Clay. 
Sullivan, Vigo, Vermilion. Warh ngto i, 
Daviess and Vanderburg. where the 
miners are on strike, the agents of 
Hearst are very active In their work 
among Democrats who* are likely to 
come to the State Convention a* dele¬ 
gates. Among these are many of the 
idle miner*, and the appeal to them 
may prove potent, owing to the pe¬ 
culiar situation In which they are 
placed at present by the strike. The 
Idea that the Government ought to

It I* quite certain tbit none of the 
Democratic leader* Is tiking any active 
pait In such a work, for they appear 
to be oppoacd to making any radical 
departures In the State platform, and 
especially such a departure ns ha* be n 
suggested by the supposed agents of 
Mr. Hearst. In the campaign which re¬ 
sulted In giving the State to Judge 
Parker at the St. Louts <o ventlon an 1 
in losing It to the Republicans In No¬ 
vember by 92.CC0, there was a licarst 
sentiment In two congressional dl* riots 
of a pronounced type, and a spr.nk lns 
of It In other parts of the Sta;e. but 
even the men who W'cre most outspoke i 
In hi* support then have come to look 
upon hi* theories with alarm sinc.\ an I 
h** ha* lost rather than gained In the 
Intervening two years. What will be 
the fruits of the present campaign can¬ 
not be definitely decided now*, but th r • 
Is no question t*hat many of the men 
who championed Hearst In 1904. and 
four of whom were of sufficient promi¬ 
nence to get on the St. Louis delega¬ 
tion, have gradually drawn away from 
him because of the radical pol‘cIe» 
which he Is supposed to represent. Ojt- 
stde of the Socialists and a few Demo- 
crats. who woul 1 naturally b* attract¬ 
ed by a meteoric career.

The boat will have two 
finely furnished bathrooms and extra 
large quarters for the officers, with twm 
dining-rooms, one for whites and the 
other for blacks. The boat Is a stern- 
wheel. and Is the first of three that 
are to be built at Howard's.

In the street wall of & building at 41 
Broadway, near Bowling Oohii, is a 
bronze tablet marking the spot where 
Adrian Block, commander <»f tho ship 
Tiger, erected four wooden hut* in No¬ 
vember. 1613. These were the first 
wooden structures built by the hands 
of white men on Manhattan Island. 
Near this spot, fifty years afterward, 
tho first brick structure was built with 
bricks brought from Holland. 

Nearly directly across Broadway, In 
4k. Is another bronze tablet set In the 
wail of the first ‘‘skyscraper” in the 
world. It was placed there by the Bo- 
clety of Architectural Iron Manufactur¬ 
ers of New York, and commemorates 
the erection. In lfc#8-lh89. *‘in this, the 
Tower Building, of the earliest exam¬ 
ple of the skeleton construction. In 
which the entire weight of the walls 
and floors Is borne and transmitted to 
the foundation by a framework of 
metallic posts and beams—originated 
and designed by Bradford Le Gilbert, 
architect/ 4 

Thus within an area of one hundred 
square feet, three epoch* in the marvel¬ 
ous evolution of New York's upbuilding 
have had their beginning. 

Now anothor epoch, and the most 
wonderful of all. in about to he inaug¬ 
urated. Another brotizu tablet will 
have to be cast. It will commemorate 
the building of tho first gigantic con¬ 
crete structure, which will obscure the 
present skyscraper* of lower Manhat¬ 
tan. Just a* the ten-story Tower Build¬ 
ing once reared Itself haughtily above 
the two-story and attic brick houses 
and aa the brick house* had thrown 
contemptuous shadows upon the squat¬ 
ty huts built by Adrian Block. 

Edward Bellamy twenty years ago 
described In his “Looking Backward” 
a mammoth structure covering several 
city blocks, towering Into the clouds, 
and containing within Its wall* the do¬ 
mestic. commercial and industrial act¬ 
ivities of a great city. Bellamy *.is a 
harmless dreamer. His picture of the 
perfected modern building was a toy 
for the imagination—nothing more 
then. Now U Is rapidly approaching a 
reality. Architects In New York are 
to-day developing on blue prints xub- 
stantlsJly the same style of structure 
Bellamy told about In his fanciful 
story, in a quiet room that looks down 
Into the area of the tablets In lower 
Broadway draughtsmen for more than 
six months, under the direction of two 
architects, huve been working out the 
plans for New York's first I great mod¬ 
ern feructure.

Dr. Powell, one of the three brother*, 
was bom In Kentucky about sixty-five 
years ago. At an early ngi' he went 
West with hi* parents and brother* and 
located on a ranch near Eagle Allen 
stAge station, NVbmska. 

The three brother* were tnvnlunhl* 
as scout* during the Indian war* of 
thirty-five years ago. Powell secured a 
midi cal education In Louisville, receiv¬ 
ing a free scholarship by appointment 
of S 4 nnior J Milton Thnwer. 

Dr. Powell became known a* "While 
Reaver" In 1K73. when he cured the 
daughter of Rock Bear, chief of the 


8loux, who was seriously 111. The pre¬ 
sentation of a white beaver’s skin wa* 
the highest honor known to the Sioux. 

Powell was In the West during the 
war* of the 70*s. and In 1892 he went to 
South Dakota to take part In the Sioux 
war that ended in the buttle of Wbund- 
I cd Knee. He was a crack pistol shot, 
a successful scout, with Col. Cody and 
other Western characters, and was a 
thoroughly companionable man.

ANOTHER FOSTER TO TAKE PART 

IN BIG CELEBRATION 


William J. Tyler, one of the oldest 
men in Clark county, lnd., died at his 
home In Utica, six miles east of Jeffer¬ 
sonville, yesterday after having reached 
the age of ninety yean*. Hl*» death was 
due to senility. Mr. Tyler belonged to 
a long-lived family, an uncle, Theodore 
Jennings, having died at the age of 
ninety-nine; his mother at ninety-one 
and his grandmother at ninety-five. It 
is said that his grandmother w 
years old. Mr. Tyler wm postmaster 
for twenty-six years at Utica and when 
thirty years old became a member of 
the Presbyterian church. 

The birthplace of Mr. Tyler was In 
Jefferson county, ■Ky., not far from 
Louisville, and the date December 18. 
1815. lie was a son of Zacharlah Tyler 
and his father was a soldier of the war 
of 1813. In 1828 the Tyler family went 
to Utica. Frvtn 1832 to 1837 Mr. Tyler 
was an apprentice to Hubert McKee, a 
blacksmith, and he learned the trade, 
but went to Cincinnati soon afterward 
and became a river engineer. While 
standing watch on the steamer Augusta 
the boilers exploded and Mr. Tyler was 
thrown over the wheelhousc. but es¬ 
caped serious injury. 

In 1841 Mr. Tyler returned to Utica 
and on June 3 of that year married 
Miss Sarah A. McGee, daughter of Rob¬ 
ert McGee, under whom Mr. Tyler had 
learned his trade. He purchased the 
blacksmith shop from his father-in- 
law and continued In business as long 
as he was able to work. Among the

STINGY POLICY OF 
CONGRESS DEPLORED 


WASHINGTON NEEDS MOKE LIB¬ 
ERAL APPROPRIATIONS. 


HOST BE DEMANDED. SAYS CON¬ 
GRESSMAN RANSDELL. 


EXPECT ULTIMATE VICTORY. 


The Executive Committee of the Na- ( 
tlonol Rivera and Harbors Con gross, j 
which has Its headquarters In Cincin- 
natl, mid the purpose of which Is the 
making possible of a boating stage the 
year round In the Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers. Is sending out much literature 
bearing on the question. Chief of the 
literature that Is being distributed Is 
the speech of Joseph E. Ransdell. Con¬ 
gressman from Louisiana, which was 
made bofor© the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress at Its meeting In 
Nw Orleans. 

W. C. Williams, of Louisville, who Is 
a member of the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress, and who Is taking 
an active part in the Improvement of 
tiio Ohio river, being a leading mem¬ 
ber of the Ohio River Improvement As¬ 
sociation. Is In receipt of a copy of the 
speech delivered by Congressman Rrms- 
dell. In the speech Congressman Rans- 
dell say* in part: 

•'Practically all our revenues come 
from commerce. Our splendid commerce 
makes us the wonder of the world, an 1 
annually pours Into our lap a balance 
of trade In our favor of half a billion 
dollars. Such a commerce Is entitled to 
proper and Just recognition at the 
hands of the Government and must re¬ 
ceive It. 

"We must have for our waterways 
$50,000,000 a year A few years ago a 
Rivers and Harbors Bill carrying an 
annual appropriation of $50,000,000 
might have caused some adverse criti¬ 
cism. but 1 am convinced that the 
country is ready and anxious for it 
now, and would applaud Its passage. 
Who dreamed of a hundred mllllon- 
dollar navy bill ten years ago? Yet 
we see it passed to-day with the hearty 
Approval of the American people, who 
would not complain If It were much 
larger We also see a great Increase In 
every kind of national expense except 
rivers and harbors.** 

The speaker referred to many other 
bills carrying large sums, appropriated 
for different purposes, against which 
the people made not a murmur. He said 
that Congress must be made adopt a 
broader ami more liberal policy toward 
waterways Instead of the “stingy and 
un liberal policy** It always has pursued 

The National Rivers and Harbors 
Congress was organised In Washington 
last January for the purpose of foster¬ 
ing a more liberal policy toward the 
country's waterways. In his speech 
C ongre ss man Ransdell predicted that 
Victory flnAlly would reault from the 
«?ork of the organisation. He said that 
yoilroads had combined, and that the 
Improvement of the waterways was the 
only solution f<»r the rate problem an.l 
an Increase In the commercial interests 
of the country. _

'Amsterdam. May 6 .—When the Ken¬ 
tucky girls, next August. Journey from 
Cologne and cross tho border line of the 
Netherlands, they will enter the roost 
wonderful country In the world; for 
Holland la the one country In tho world 
which la man-made. Nature did noth¬ 
ing here except to churn up the mud 
carried down by tho three big rivers, 
the Ithlne. the Meuse nnd tho Scheldt, 
with the sea sand, and of the mixture 
make a big morass. There Is no truer 
proverb than the one which says; M God 
made the sea: but the Dutch made the 
shore.'* It took a patient people to 
build out of water, mud and sand a 
rich and fertile country, gifted with n 
quaint, peculiar loveliness that Is un¬ 
like nil other of earth’s gardens, nnd 
It took a people of splendid strength 
to hold the little country they had 
made against the aggressions of &11 the 
mighty nations that through the cen¬ 
turies have coveted the land that these 
sturdy fighters against men and the 
elements alike have tom from the 
ocean’s grasp. There are counties In 
more than one of the United States 
bigger than all Holland. but the largest 
Empire has no larger list of great men 
and great deeds In every avenue of 
human endeavor. 

Everyone who has read •'Hans 
Brlnker” In childhood or “Motley*’ in 
maturer years knows something of Hol¬ 
land. There Is hardly an American 
home In which plates and cups nnd 
saucers do not tell that it Is a land 
of canals nnd wind-mills and tulips 
and wooden shoes. But It Is difficult to 
explain how It Is that even those 
eyes fresh from the scenic glories of 
the Rhine will find a complete and Ir¬ 
resistible charm in a landscape flat 
ns a table-top. with Its only elevation 
An occasional snnd-dune or n hillock 
here and there.

Every object 
that rises above the level looks huge, 
And In the moist atmosphere all colors 
melt and blend Into exquisite harmony. 
In these days, when sploshing masses 
of paint on canvas is the fashion in 
Art. one must come to Holland to un¬ 
derstand why the great Dutch painters 
show. In Almost mtaroscoplc way. the 
hairs In a man’s head and tho texture 
of the cloth be wears. You see things 
that way in Holland. 

• • • 

Tho Land of the Windmill. 


Tt is a quiet country, but never a still 
one. Sails are moving always and ev¬ 
erywhere—the sails of the boats and 
the sails of the windmills. But for 
their motion the land would seem a 
wilderness of lighthouses. Look to 
whatever compass-point you choose, 
you cannot fall to set? a windmill. And 
unless one of Us great arms Is broken. 
Its sails art? never still; for. if there Is 
no wheat to grind or wood to saw or 
pock to crush or paper or tobacco to 
make ready for use—the windmills do 
all these things for the Dutch—there is 
always their main duty, tho pumping 
out of tho marshes Into the canals the 
water that, w ithout this ceaseless work, 
would gradually submerge tho country. 

From the banks of each canAl stretch 
feroad* lush, green meadows on whose 
vrlvet turf stand herds of the sleek, 
black and white spotted cattle which 
the Flemish painters have always de¬ 
lighted to picture. The low', comfort¬ 
able ml-roofed farm houses look as 
Immaculately clean as they always 
prove to be on closer Inspection. Home 
of them have whut look to be piles of 
maroon cannon balls on the roofs that 
puzzle tourists. These are the round 
Eds in cheeses put there to dry. Each 
home has Its "lu*t-hau#," Its “pleasure 
house,” built for beauty and gnvly col¬ 
ored, where the owner may sit at his 
ease and smoke and drink his schnapps 
and gossip with hi* guest In his placid, 
comfortable Dutch fashion. 

Th-?ce Is no monotnny, despWe the 
flatn*#* of the landscape. Rn.t.ki and 
can jus are bordered by willows and 
Other water-doting, gra<*eful trees. 
Bridges an i over the canals at fre¬ 
quent Intervals. Thriving towns and 
village* that, Hke the whole country- 
aid 1 ?. an* the acme of order and ncut- 
, ttar* are link'd continuously by the 
aucoendo© of vllkis and farm houses, 
and Uhe Impresalnti of wealth, comfort 
ar I contemtment la the Invariable one. 

Tho country is so densely pf\>p|ed 
that the prorceisdun of boat* along the 
con iIs aril pedestrians on the roads 
seldom slacken.* during tho long day¬ 
light hours. Tttc Dutch ure seen at 
once to be a broad people—In their 
person and gnrrmm* as well as in 
th lr Ideas. The picturesque old cos¬ 
tumes thut included the big metal ear¬ 
pieces of the women’s peculiar head- 
dr* tee* are seldom seen now In the 
cltl'-s or the m*In-treeled roads. But 
the Dutch |ea«ui'i Jp still picturesque 
as ho moves deliberately along In his 
baggy trousers and wooden shoes, with 
his pipe In his mouth, watching hfs dog 
draw- a load that would be considered 
l.i Keruurky too heavy for a horse leas 
than flfuen hands high. Women as 
well a* men still cling to the wo>d*n 
a'Vnai, and If on** tdmr. es to see .i 
school dismissed, the rush sounds like 
e combination of a cavalry charge and 
s xylophone chorus. And as for thv 


Dutchman’s pipe — If you see a Hol¬ 
lander who U not smoking, you »ee a 
Hollander who is either eating or 
sleeping. 

• • • 

The Flower Fields. 

But what after all may most Inter¬ 
est tho Courier-Journal’s guests as 
they Journey to and fr*»m old Amster¬ 
dam. will he the flower fields. They 
love the tulip here os well as they did 
in the days when bulbs were traded In 
as stocks arc in Wall street, and men 
were made rich In a day and panics 
and bankruptcies followed exactly the 
same sort of gambling In flowers as 
wheat la gambled in by tho Chicago 
traders to-day. Ne< only Is every’ 
homestead dirked with flower beds an 1 
most of the window ledge* In even th? 
poorer quarter* of the towns, but the 
sight or the traveler Is greeted here 
by an aero of flaming scarlet, here by 
a field of pure white, here by an ex¬ 
panse as great or greater of cool pink 
or a color medley where the blooms are 
variegated. At home on*? must travel 
as far a** CoJJfornla to see crops of 
flowers, where, for example, fields of 
swvet peas stretch like great bands of 
ribbon across the landscape. But not 
oven there may one see what In com¬ 
mon here—men floating apparently 
amid the blooms and moving f rth with 
cargoes of faded petals. Canals—minia¬ 
ture ones — criss-cross even the flower 
fields lu-re. anl the farmer’s pole shal¬ 
low. flat-bottomed boats among them 
and pluck nil blighted stems and b‘o.?- 
aona; so that it 1 s no uneommon sight 
to see a broad-beamed Dutchman pilot¬ 
ing himself placidly a’ong. puffing at 
his pi|>*. while enthroned on a frag¬ 
rant hoop of withered petals, leave* 
and steins that, left alone, might hurt 
tho growth or symmetry of hU cher¬ 
ished tulips. 

All things In Holland are not so 
agreeable to the sense. After Cologne, 
fortunately, one’s nose seems hardened 
to lesser evils, or the Courier-Journal's 
girls would have good cause for quar¬ 
rel with the canals In the Dutch cities. 
A drawback that con be understood let* 
readily Is the scarcity of good water 
There Is plenty of It. of course. In this 
ocean-fought country; hut not of the 
sort to drink or bathe In. After once 
tasting the water here it Is no wonder 
that the Dutchman, though no drunk¬ 
ard. Is a steady absorber of spirits, 
and that In one small town 300 distil¬ 
leries prosper by making gin. Gin Is 
never palatable. But It Is white and 
\yet. and It tastes as much like good, 
honest water as anything yon get here, 
unless you wisely buy something at 
your hotel or restaurant shipped there 
In a Dottle from some distant spring. 

• • • 

The Venice of the North. 

Amsterdam. like all the other "dAm" 
cities that give the map of Holland an 
appearance of profanity, takes Its nan\o 
from Its dikes. It Is the “dike ncb»ss 
the Amstel." Oni* of the richest and 
most thriving of cities, It Is less beuu- 
ful than the decadent "Queen of the 
Adriatic." Yet It will deserve the title 
of "The Venice of tlta North" Am¬ 
sterdam's tint Is gray w’hlle Venice Is 
golden. Instead of the swift, slender 
gondolas of the Venetian canals, the 
liquid streets here are traversed by the 
stanch, but clumsy, broad-beamed 
trading boats, many of them the per¬ 
manent homes of families with cows, 
dogs and chickens and even flow erheds 
upon the floating house. Yet it Is an¬ 
other Venice, another water-city; for 
the oountles* canals, spanned by mors- 
than three hundred bridges, cut its site 
Into ninety Islands and through miles 
of Jts thoroughfares the sea washes the 
(iiAnsteps of shops nnd residences. 

It Is pleasant ^wandering through the 
quaint old part of Amsterdam; to 
watch the mirrors hung outside the 
windows so that the housewife may 
see all that passes In the street while 
she sits at her sewing, unseen; to see 
the beam and pulley projecting Into the 
street from above the attic window's In 
the pointed red-tiled gables, to hoist 
Into the house household goods that, 
might soil the steps and halk»: to 
watch everywhere the perfect cleanli¬ 
ness for which the Injtch have a true 
passion that expresses itself In coiv- 
stnnt scouring of glass, furniture 
woodwork and sanded floor*. 

There is some truth In the ancient 
saying that “the foundations of Am¬ 
sterdam an* laid |q herring-bone*," in¬ 
asmuch os the city’s early wealth came 
from Its fisheries But the fact Is. the 
foundations are stilts Piles are first 
driven down fifty feet or more till 
solid, sandy clay is reached, nnd upon 
these all the houses rest. It Is as tru* 
to-day as It was when written 109 
years ago that Holland is: 

“A country that draws fifty feet of water. 
In which men live as in the hold of 
nature; 

And when the sea does in upon them 
break. 

And drowns s province, dees but spring 
a leak." 

• • • 

Sights of Amsterdam. 

The beautiful Botanical Gardena will 
bo visited, and the harbor, with Its 
great docks, at which a thousand ships 
may lie at anchor. The parks and 
palace will be seen, but the churches, 
though containing some fine stained 
glass and carvings, are of less Interest 
than many see* previously by tho 
Courier-Journal's guests, and may be 
left unvisited. 

The supremo attraction of tho city 
Is the nfw Kvks Museum, the greatest 
Kn Holland, and the fin¬ 
est of all exhibits of the various 
si hools of Dutch and Flemish point¬ 
ing. Twenty years ago the Oovimmeit 
wisely made this collection from wide¬ 
ly scattered source*, and non n 
see In a day the masterpieces that It 
was formerly necessary to took one by 
one in churches, public buildings, pri¬ 
vate galleries and museums through¬ 
out tho country. Rembrandt. Rubins. 
Teniers. Van Dyck. Van Eyck. Dow 
and all the other Immortal masters of 
the country’s art may here be studied 
ns they ocn nowhere else on earth, an l 
the art lover will long for days Instca I 
of hours to be spent In this truly greit 
national gallery. Not all the art treas¬ 
ures of the country are here, as the 
Kentuckians will learn on the following 
day; but enough to make the Ryks 
Museum second In Interest only ( 
Louvr^ among the galleries they visit.

“The Count's Hedge.’*

OF DEATH LAST WEEK. 


Old ng© led tho list of causes of death 
In Louisville ln the lost week. Nine per¬ 
sons died of senility during the w©ek, 
and tuberculosis claimed seven. Pneu¬ 
monia caused six deaths, while paralysis 
and heart disease were each the cause of 
five deaths. 

There wore sixty-four deaths during the 
week, thirty-tour being male* and thirty 
female*. There were forty-three deaths 
of white person* and twenty-one of col¬ 
ored.

Keep Your Eyes On Nicholas. 

If the Czar ha* faced dangerous 
crises In the past he Is confronted by 
a desperate one now. 

The deliberateness with which the 
Lower House of the Russian Parlia¬ 
ment moved In drawing up its demands 
upon the throne, the determined atti¬ 
tude of the body as a whole and the 
absence of melodramatic ravings and 
flamboyant shrieks add to the gravity 
of the situatfon. If anyone expected 
vociferation and chaotic turmoil in 
this body Just called Into being—and 
such an expectation would have been 
logical enough—he find* he was ^rrong 
With no precedents to guide them and 
no experience In parliamentary usages 
to aid them, the members of the Dou- 
ma have got promptly to business and 
have started that business with de¬ 
mands for revolutionary concessions 
from the Czar. Their address is digni¬ 
fied In tone, respectful In style, con¬ 
servative in expression, but Arm. It 
does not request It demands. It does 
not ssy. •'Will you?" It siy*. "Must." 
To an American mind, accustomed to 
the widest freedom compatible with 
order, the document is fair enough. 
In Its simplicity it is admirable. In Its 
spirit It would seem Irresistible. But 
the pjtper commands the Czar to yield 
concessions which Russia has never 
known. It erders him to declare am¬ 
nesty, revoke the death penalty, make 
the ministers responsible to the peo¬ 
ple, sboltsh the Council of Empire, 
grant the people full civil liberty, ex¬ 
tend the right of suffrage, amend the 
fundamental laws of the empire which 
he ha* Just completed with the very 
object of holding the Parliament in 
leash, and to grant other points. It 
commands him, the Czar, the autocrat, 
the absolute dictator of all the Rui- 
Slasi to do these thing*. There Is no 
fol-de-rol about "divine rights’* and 
all those erstwhile fallacies In the ex¬ 
pressions and demeanor of these folk 
who sit In the Dounu. The attitude is 
that of man to man. equal to equal. 
Reading between the lines, It Is ques¬ 
tionable whether the attitude is not. 
Indeed, that of master to man. 

It Is a mighty historic spectacle the 
world Is witnessing. It should loom 
big In the contemporaneous vision, for 
it will assume vast proportions in the 
history of age* It 1* tho greatest 
moment In the entire record of Rus¬ 
sia. It mark* the meeting place of the 
sriclen regime of tyranny and 
butchery and the new era of enlight¬ 
enment and liberty. It should draw and 
bold the attention of every student of 
history, ©very person concerned In the 
worid’s good and every Individual in¬ 
terested In colossal politics. The spec 
tae'e shows a race aroused and a 
monarch at bay. What a marvelous 
significance lies In the fact that the 
rece l* of Russia and the monarch a 
Romanoff! 

Nicholas truly occupies a ticklish po 
sltlon. A slip, and ho is undone. Will 
he defy, temporize or Surrender? 


which the subject was fully discussed, 
and are now In Chicago In similar con¬ 
ference. The old animosities between 
the two cities, growing out of business 
rivalries and the alleged pollution of 
the drinking water of St. Louis by the 
Chicago drainage canal, have been 
buried and they are now’ working hand 
in hand for the purpose of securing 
uninterrupted navigation from Lake 
Michigan to the mouth of the Missis¬ 
sippi. But amid such a love fefiat In the 
burying of the hatchet as to past ani¬ 
mosities, the member* of the commit¬ 
tee should not permit themselves to 
overlook the pressing need of Improv¬ 
ing the channel of the Ohio, at a com¬ 
paratively low figure, for a scheme 
which will Int'olve many times that 
amount and not immediately required 
by the necessities of commerce. 

Marriage Restriction. 

At the conference of Charities and 
Correction at Philadelphia during the 
past week the subject of marriage nnd 
divorce came up for discussion. Dr. 
Samuel R. Cunningham, surgeon of ihe 
State Soldiers* Home of Indiana, ^ald 
It was more Important to consider mar¬ 
riage restriction thnn divorce, nnd less 
Important to clamor for laws govern¬ 
ing the separation of persons than to 
permit marriage between persons phy 
stonily unfitted. He noticed that the 
churches protested against the second 
marriage of people whom they consid 
ered disqualified owing to the first 
marriage, and asked whether they 
could do so consistently, so long as 
they do not protest against ihe first 
marriage of those unfit either physic¬ 
al^ or mentally. Several other persona 
participated In the discussion. 

It is not necessary to hold that the 
churches are more to blame in this 
matter than others. There Is a very 
general disposition to deplore divorce, 
and wqth reason, because its frequency 
Is deplorable and apparently unneces¬ 
sary. But there Is also a pretty gen 
eral failure to note that marriage Is 
the cause of divorce. Nobody. of 
course, advocates the abolition of mar¬ 
riage, but It Is pertinent to Inquire If 
marriage necessarily leads to divorces. 
The answer must be that It not neces¬ 
sarily so leads; that tho majority of 
marriages do not so end; but that 
hasty and Ill-considered marriages 
often lead to a speedy separation. To 
Improve tho quality of marriages will 
beyond a doubt lead to a decrease in 
the number of divorces. It is certainly 
cheerful to see this truth recognised, 
and it deserves to be pressed to the 
fronL 

The Importance and the sanctity of 
family life are commonly Insisted on. 
but not too much. The family is the 
great unit of civilized life, and the im¬ 
portance of keeping families together 
Is not over-stated. It 1* commonly said 
that divorce .breaks up families, but 
the fact is that the family is usually 
broken up before tho question of di¬ 
vorce arise*. Now, the creaking up of 
these families is often due to the fact 
that they are composed of material 
that ought never to have been Joined 
together. When the marriage took 
place a separation might easily have 
been foreseen. » 

Whether divorce Is allowed or not, 
separation Is certain to take place in 
some cases. The greatest prudence 
possible in contracting marriage will 
not prevent this, and It implies the 
breaking up of families. But It is well 
enough known that far the larger num¬ 
ber of separations occur In cases where 
the parties ought never to have been 
joined. Case* of a different character 
are comparatively rare. 

There is no harm in the movement 
for a diminution of divorce*. It I* the 
natural result of a great and growing 
abuse. But the discussion ought to 
he somewhat more Intelligent. It is 
the general custom to promote hasty 
marriages and to speak of them as 
••romantic." The Inevitable results are 
with oqual regularity characterized as 
"deplorable." The lant description Is 
accurate; the former Is all wrong, and 
may well be characterised as deplora¬ 
ble. The public sentiment which ap¬ 
plauds ill-advised mnrrlages and re¬ 
sents divorce l* unintelligent. 


Improvement of Waterways 
Tho scene of activity for tho Im¬ 
provement of Western waterways has 
shifted. IJ.41 summer the Committee 
of River* and Harbor* under tho hos¬ 
pitable guidance of the Ohio River 
Improve men* Association made a torn* 
from Pittsburg to Cairo and much en¬ 
thusiasm was created at th- reason¬ 
able prospect that some action would 
be taken for the Improvement of thit 
stream by dredging, with the ultimate 
purpose of securing a nine-foot stage 
of water by the construction of tho 
necessary locks and dam*. Since then 
little purpose of action by Congress hat 
been shown. Now St. Louis and Chi¬ 
cago are active In tholy efforts to se¬ 
cure a fourteen-foot stage of water be¬ 
tween those cities, involving an exten¬ 
sive canal system, connecting Like 
Michigan and the Mississippi by way 
of the Illinois river. A number of the 
member* of tho River* and Harbors 
Committee recently visited St. Lou!* and 
narttclpated in a public meeting thcr*- In

It ha* long been a favorite saying in 
political circles that some men are so 
critical lhat they tvould propose an 
amendment to the lord's Prayer were 
It offered. Such persons arc not gen¬ 
erally aware that tho Lord's Prayer 1* 
differently given by different denomi¬ 
nations of Christiana They arc there¬ 
fore, liable to the charge of liaving. on 
th** one hand, amended it by striking 
ouu or on, the other, by adding to It. 
A* there are different readings in dif¬ 
ferent manuscripts, the question who Is 
right Is one for discussion by the 
learned. 

The late Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, 
declared In substance that tho Golden 
nule and tho Decalogue had no place in 
politics. On the other hand, the poet 
James Russell Lowell, Is authority for 
the statement that "The Ten Com¬ 
mandments will not budge." The ques¬ 
tion of the Decalogue came up In Con¬ 
gress the ether day. and gave rise to 
a brief discussion. How it came up 1* 
differently stated. 

The Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Press says that Mr. Mc- 
Laurln. of Mississippi, offered the 
Tenth Commandment to the Railroad 
Rate Bill, meaning th© command to 
• Remember the Sabbath day to keep 
It holy." As nobody criticised his state¬ 
ment the inference is tlmt nobody In 
the Senate knew the difference between 
the Fourth Commandment and th© 
Tenth. The Congressional Record, how¬ 
ever. makes Mr. McLaurin say that his 
amendment wa* n part of the Ten Com¬ 
mandments, and not that It was the 
Tenth Commandment. This would be 
conclusive were It not a well-known 
fact that member* were allowed to cor¬ 
rect their speech©* In the Record so 
that many blunders actually made In 


debate are eliminated from the official 
report. The correspondent and the 
Senate may settle this matter between 
them. 

It I* not in dispute, however, that 
Mr. McLaurin offered an amendment to 
the effect Lhat no common carrier en¬ 
gaged in Interstate commerce should 
operate any steam-propelled vehicle 
for the transportation of passengers 
nnd freight between sunrise and sunset 
on the Sabbath day. In support of this 
he read the eighth, ninth, tenth and 
eleventh verses of the twentieth chap¬ 
ter of Exodus, which commands that 
the seventh day be kept holy. There 
are some differences In the numbering 
of th* Commandments, but nobody 
makes this the Tenth. Usage has large¬ 
ly applied the term Sabbath to the first 
day of tho week, and not to the sev¬ 
enth. but nobody In the Senate made 
a point about this. In fact no¬ 
body disputed Senator McLaurin’s as¬ 
sertion that the amendment was a part 
of the Ten Commandment*, but It was 
voted down without a division, and 
with hardly any discussion. 

Perhaps Mr. Ingalls was not for 
wrong w hen he said the Ten Command¬ 
ments had no place In modem politics. 


The Suspension of Dr. Cr&psey. 

The Jury’ organised by the church to 
try the Rev. Algernon 9. Craprey on a 
charge of heresy acted clearly within 
its rights In suspending him "from ex¬ 
ercising the functions of the church un¬ 
til such time as he shall satisfy the 
ecclesiastical authorities of the dloceee 
that his belief and teaching conform to 
the doctrines of the Apostles* Creed and 
the Niccne Creed, as this church hath 
received the same." The verdict In no 
sense Interferes with the right u* fro* 
speech and belief, nor does It In any 
way reflect upon Dr.Crapsey’s character 
as a man. As a clergyman of th© Epis¬ 
copal Church It was exptctM of him to 
accept and preach the fundamental doc¬ 
trines of that church, as represented In 
the creeds named; if he repudiated 
these doctrines and preached contra:y 
to them he was guilty of violating ob¬ 
ligations Imposed upon hltn when he 
entered the ministry of the Episcopal 
Church, and. therefore, it was proper 
for the church authorities to say 
whether ho should be empowered to 
continue a* a spokesman and represen¬ 
tative of the church. It was shown dur¬ 
ing Dr. Crapsey’s trial that he denied 
and preached against certain article* 
explicitly ret forth In the creeds, and 
so he committed an offense against the 
faith he was charged with supporting. 
As an Individual he would have the 
right to believe and speak how and 
what he might choose; If os a minister 
he found his view’s swerving from th* 
tenets of the Episcopal Church, be 
should have withdrawn voluntarily 
from its service; as It turns out he 
must either preach church doctrines or 
retire from the office of priesL This U 
fair enough. 


In the course of a lecture Mr. William 
Winter said: 

"Ibsen, th© Norwegian dramatist, with 
his ludeful typos of Ur© ^depravity re¬ 
sultant from heradltivry disease; Pinero, 
th© English drsuno/tl*t, with hi* nau trout 
Images of carnal vice and social corrup¬ 
tion; Shaw, the Irish dramatist, with his 
perinea* of paradox, his sophistical Im¬ 
morality, nnd his cheap, second-hand 
shimmer of cynicism; Maeterlinck, the 
Belgian dramatist, with his fantastic sym¬ 
bolism, which U half affectation and 
half lunacy; and that dire charlatan 
who calls hlm-elf Gabriel d’AnnunzIo. 
the Italian dramatist, with ht* menagerie 
of wanton monsters—each and all have 
found a numerous following, and each 
and all are equally prosperous and dili¬ 
gent In polluting the silver stream of 
literature, the public moral* and the pub¬ 
lic taste." 

Commenting on these remarks the 
Chicago Evening Post says that "Mr. 
Winter's outbreak* would be merely 
laughable if he were not now an aged 
man with less capacity for learning 
than ever, perhaps, and wRh his future 
behind him." Continuing: "But it is 
a pathetic spectacle he offers In these 
'attacks’—'full of sdund and fury sig¬ 
nifying nothing.' To have lived his Ufo 
In a world city like New York, with 
metropolitan advantages of book* and 
quickening companionship, and yet to 
have spent that life In a Jungle of 
prejudices, Intoxicated by hi* own petty 
worships nnd passionate, dull hatreds, 
befogged by Ms own verbiage, and ab¬ 
solutely incapable of using the reason¬ 
ing faculty—that I* subject for pity 
only." Whether one agrees or not with 
Mr. Winter s estimate of the authors 
named--and most peoplo who are com¬ 
petent to judge do agree with him—it 
Is easy to decide who more deserves 
pity, a critic who cherish©* high ideals 
In literature and drama or a commen¬ 
tator who is wholly Incapable of com¬ 
prehending such Ideai*.

Kansas City Is not the only place 
whore such an ordinance should be 
passed. Louisville dealers who are In 
the habit of exposing their meats to 
the germs that lurk In the street du*t 
should be restrained similarly. Con¬ 
siderations of hygiene and health de- 
mnnd it.

Mrs. Rose E. Watkins Granted Authority By Federal Gov¬ 
ernment to Handle Steamboats On Rivers of Her State. 


Bloomington. III., May 19.—[Special.] 
—The distinction of being the first 
woman In Illinois to secure a license a* 
river pilot ojhI master Is possessed by 
Mrs. Rose I’L Watkins, wife of Cap:. 
George T. Watkins, of La Falle coun¬ 
ty. She was the proud recipient this 
week of a certificate from the United 
States Government giving her the Au¬ 
thority to handle all bouts up to a ca¬ 
pacity of 100 tons upon the waters of 
the Illinois river or tributaries. Last 
fail the Government steamboat :n- 
spectors received orders from Ihe 
authorities nt Washington to extend 
iheir authority over the rivers of 
Illinois, making It necessary to ex¬ 
amine all captain* aiid pilots and 
nlsn to regularly Inspect nil steam i* 
and other craft carrying passengers.! 
With the opening of navigation this; 
spring the examinations have l>e*n In j 
progress.

It Is 
quiet and cool and homelike. As the 
visitor goes through the building It Is 
found that everything else Is like the 
hall. Sweetness and cleanliness con¬ 
tribute to the good of the children, nnd 
for that reason are classed among the 
necessities. Everything that can be 
demo Is done to make the quarters of man In moderate circumsUri 
the little folks as happy and homelike 
as possible. For the roost pari they 
seem to he happy, and all have the 
very best of care. They romp nnd play 
with more inode ration, perhaps, than 
those children who are more fortunate 
In having happy homes of their own. 
but with nil the manifestations of 
pleasure to be expected of children. 

Of the twenty-seven children In the 
Home at present each one has his or 
her story. Some of them are longer 
than others. Some of them are chil¬ 
dren of the children of some of the 
famous men of the country', while the 
story of others goes bark no farther 
than Che ash barrel In which they w q r 


Martha Asher, six weeks of Age. has 
a most pitiful history for the six short 
weeks that she has lived. Frail as 
babies seldom get to be at the very 
first, she Is Just recovering from a se¬ 
vere sickness that daily caused most 
all hope to be given up. She had such 
ol fearful struggle with the fever that 
nothing much but skin and bone Is left 
of her. Only the continuous nursing 
oi Miss Willie Offut. trained nurse at 
the Home, prevented life from leaving 
th«* llule body. At one time the fever 
raged so thal it was registered by the 
physician t 106 degree*, and now she 
looks as old as most people who have 
tut seed the allotted age. Martha, ad¬ 
ditionally dubbed Asher, because of the 
manner of her discovery, was found In 
an ash barrel, where It Is believed an 
unwilling mother had left her. 

A pair of twins, ns lusty ss any 
babies In the world, are as happy as 
babies well can be. They were placed 
there by the father, who Is a working

From the moment that we landed 
Mr. Brewster, of Connecticut, attract¬ 
ed more attention than any other per¬ 
son lti the party.

a glad guttural cry and tried to drag 
him Into one of their stuffy littl*- shop'* 
The arrival of an ordinary tourist Is 
calculated to agitate a bazar, but when 
Mr. Brewster appear'd the g' n*ral ef¬ 
fect v a* the same as w hen the raw 
meat Is carried into the zoo. He was 
pulled and hauled and for the whole 
length of the winding bazar his way 
was blorked by frantic villains in white 
g«>wn* and huge turbans, who dangled 
tawdry tnervjmudlse In front of hint 
and h'-gwij him to make an offer Mr. 
Brewster was a gotwl deal amased and 
we were more or less puzzled until we 
came back to the boat and Mr Peasley 
confessed that th© Arabic characters 
boldly displayed on Mr Brewster's hel¬ 
met did not stand for his name and 
address at all. hut meant, us nearly ns 
could be translated. "Rich A merit an— 
Easy Mark." 

Poor Mr Brewster! At the pr s nt 
writing he Is sull wearing that bold la¬ 
bel, wandering In and out of shop* and 
around hotels, inviting th© attacks of 
guides, donkey boys, servants and ped¬ 
dler*. it seemed a rather low-down 
trick, but Mr. Peasley i*aJd that proba¬ 
bly It would flatter Mr. Brewster to 
learn that anyone from Connecticut 
could attract so much attention in a 
foreign country. 

Arabic Is surely a weird excuse for a 
language In Its written form It looks 
like the bird frock Illustrations in one 
of Thompson Be ton Thompson** books. 
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and instead of reading It from left/to 
rlghi you begin at the tall end or a 
sentence and back up all the way. In 
reading un Arabic novel you turn to 
the ©nd of the book and read the last 
Chapter first, and If It develop©* that 
the fellow marries the girl naturally 
that saves a lot of trouble. In Us right 
to I*-ft character the Arabic Is some¬ 
what like the Hebrew or Dower 
Broadway lungting©. which also begins 
at the leaving off place. This fact re¬ 
minded a New York man of a story. He 
said that In one of the East Side as¬ 
sembly districts of New York City a 
large body of Yiddish voter* recently 
arrived in the land of the somewhat 
free and the home of the more or less 
brave, and had been rounded up very 
carefully by the Tammany workers. The 
voters were not familiar with the 
workings «*f the Australian ballot sys¬ 
tem and had to be Instructed by the 
Tammany ward-heelers, who said: 
"All you have to do is to put a cross 
mark in the circle at the top of the 
Aral column, see?” That seemed simple 
enough, so the voters went Into the 
booths and marked the first—that Is. 
the right-hand—column, and elected 
the Prohibition candidate. 

The Arabic language, when spoken, 
sounds very much like an agitated per¬ 
son trying to dislodge a fish bone, it is 
one of Lhe most unmusical tongues In 
the w'orld and offers no tempting in¬ 
ducements to the students, yet Mr. 
Peasley actually bought one of those 
"Arabic at a Glance” books and start¬ 
ed to learn some of the more useful 
sentences. He said that if he could get 
Arabic down pat he w’ould pass as a 
native and he enabled to buy things a: 
About half price. After two days of 
hard study he attempted a conversa¬ 
tion with it military policeman stand¬ 
ing on the river bank Dendera. Mr. 
Peasley strolled up to him, careless 
like, and said, "Ana awes arably*»t 
kwayesset min ahan arookh el balad.*’ 
That was supposed to mean. *1 want a 
flrst-rlns* carriage for driving In th© 
town.” The stalwart soldier gazed at 
Mr. Peasley with a most bewildered 
look in his Jet-black eyes and then be¬ 
gan to edge away. 

"Hold on,” said Mr. Peasley. “How 
about hal ye! umnu ghnf.»r yeral»gt a 
bill tarceg?” 

Mr. Peasley thought he was asking; 
"Shall we require a guide or nh escort 
in this town?" 

The soldier beckoned to u* to come 
o\»*r and help him out 

"Tell him. please, that 1 am educate 
at th© Presbyterian mission." said he 
"1 speak only English and Arable.” 

We questioned him luter anl leum- d 
that he took Mr. Peasley lo lx* h Rus¬ 
sian. This one little experience rather 
discouraged our traveling compun'on 
He said it was foolish t" waste Import¬ 
ant dialogue on a Iol of benighted lg- 
nomml. who did not know their own 
language 

As a matter of fact. English carte* 
the tourist everywhere In Egypt. The 
American Mission School, supported by 
the Presbyterians. Is a proud local in¬ 
stitution In each good-sized town. At 
every landing along the river small 
boys from the mission schools would 
corn© down to the boat to ask for 
English books These requests were 
such a welcome variation from the ev¬ 
erlasting howl of “baksheesh” (hat th • 
over-generous pussenger* soon nave 
away all the reading matter on board 
and had nothing left for th©inaelvts 
except Raedeckers and t‘m© table*. I 
saw a stiver-haired old lad* from Ph Ut 
deiphla give to a coal-black nnd ha«f- 
naked* child of eight n volume of 
Browning's poems In paper cover The 
dusky infant clasped the book to his 
bare bosom and shouted his thanks as 
lh© boat headed up stream, and the 
old Indy was so gratified and hippy 
that she stood looking at him with tear- 
dimmed eyes and never gave a thought 
ns to what might happen to his In¬ 
tellect. At one town. Just as we w._*i« 
casting "ff. I threw an American magn 
sine to a handsome little MR© who had 
been asking for F.ngllsh llteratuie tt 
fell on the dock and twenty small boy* 
began fighting for It nnd tearing It to 
pieces I never saw such a thirst for 
advertising matter. 

Our voyage from U»»lro to Luxor was 
punctuated with so many new ©xp'- 
rlences that possibly It would he better 
to take th©m in order. Egypt Is th 
land of leisurely travel If you look 
at th© map. the distance from <‘alro to 
Luxor seems only a hop. skip nnd 
Jump. It Is U .8 mil©* by rail. Mint th- 
lightning express does it In fifteen 
hours, th© same being considered s rec¬ 
ord performance. Our boat left (*alro 
on© Friday afternoon and arrived at 
Luxor the following Thursday morning 
Wc « hugged slowly against the current 
all the way. tying up every night and 
getting away before daybreak next 
morning. Several times w#* chung d 
pilot*. The Nile pilot is usually n griz¬ 
zled old sheikh with the doubtful com¬ 
bination of « department store fp Ing 
overrent and a red fez. He stands ut 
th© wheel pushing the crew, while the 
ostensible captain or manager, who Is a 
budding European in a neat uniform, 
has nothing much to do except i In ulatc 
un the upper deck and pour tea for a 


little cluster of Intellectual giantesses 
from England. Two sailors stand well 
forward on th© lower deck, one on 
each side, Jabbing at the river with 
poles, in order to get the depth of th© 
channel. If the boot runs into water 
!**ss than six Inches deep they become 
alarmed and start to yelp. Occasion¬ 
ally a gallant craft strikes a bar and 
comes to a tired pause, w*hereupon all 
the passengers say “Mgh!” and lurch 
out of their camp stools. Then there is 
a little welcome excitement and the 
natives of the crew run around in 
circles and coll upon Allah for tempo¬ 
rary assistance. With much grunting, 
both by the boat and the men at the 
poles, the good Hataaoo backs out of 
the mud and t&frea a fresh start, zig¬ 
zagging through the shallow s until deep 
water Is found—that is. a depth of 
anywhere from three to four feet. The 
Nile Is Just ns finical and unreliable »* 
a Missouri or Mississippi, the tortuous 
channel constantly shifting, and the 
pilot needs to be an expert, with a 
memory like an ency* lopaedia For¬ 
tunately there are no *nag«. Wood is 
about the most precious 'ommodlty In 
Egypt, and nil the snags were Ashed 
out and utilised some two thousand 
years before w© happened along. Al¬ 
though our voyage lasted five full days, 
we went ashore only three times. As 
I have already explained, the traveler 
does not need to leave the Nile steamer 
in order to see nearly everything that 
Is happening In Egypt. Leaving Ualro 
late on Friday afternoon, vv© make two 
stops on Saturday to discharge freight 
and take on natives. Many of the 
women came aboard closely veiled, and 
were st once secreted in a canvas « om* 
part men t on the lower deck. Th*se 
precautions seemed to b© needless. Two 
adjectives will best describe the pride 
of th© harem—shabby and flabby. Un¬ 
less you wish to lose all enthusiasm for 
th© Arabian Nights, keep away from 
Egypt. 

Sunday.—Arriving at Beni Hassan st 
10 o’clock we went ashore and climbed 
on midget donkeys and rode away to 
explore the rock tombs. Beni Hassan 
has been for several centuries the 
bom© of an obstreperous br©ed of cut¬ 
throats. Repeated attempts have h«*©n 
made to exterminate or scatter the 
tribe, but It •* still lit existence, 
although »*urewhat subdued. The 
government keeps a guard of soldiers 
at the town and when w»> landed we 
found ourselves surrounded by th© mil¬ 
itary. while the natives stood back of 
the dead line and gazed at us.hungrily. 
There we began to get close gllmps**s 
of the domestic life of the plain people. 
A mud wall enclosure with a hut at 
one end. 

Within this squalid pen, women In 
bedraggled bla* R gowns, children In 
seinl-attlre nnd closely attended by 
•warms of flies, two or three ema¬ 
ciated g.tar*. a few chickens and a 
somnolent burro. At present the live 
stock mid the Egyptians live on terms 
of democratic ©quality, but sine© the 
English have Introduced the Society 
for the Preventfon of Cruelty to An¬ 
imals. it is hoped that the situation 
will b© remedied. 

On Monday st 2 o'clock we landed at 
Asslut. after passing through th© lock* 
of th© first big barrage or dam built 
under British direction and Intended to 
regulate the water level of th© lower 
Nile and the delta during the dry sea¬ 
son. Asslut Is a big town with some 
showy buildings, an attractive bazar 
and a guide who represent* the thlrty- 
ihltd degree of scoundrellsm. His name 
is Hasslin. if you should visit Asslut 
and wish to become acquainted with 
the very pink and flower of villainy, 
hunt up Hasslm. Perhaps it will b© 
unnecessary to hunt him up. He will 
be waiting for you. Just as he wa* 
waiting for us. When we went ashore 
we were attacked by a flying wedge of 
donkey boy* and earring© drivers, nil 
shrieking like demons nnd kicking up 
such clouds of dust ns can be found 
only In a country w'here th© showers 
are a century apart. By striking out 
right and left we held off our assail¬ 
ant* and succeeded In hoarding n rick¬ 
ety victoria. When we escaped from 
th© clamor and the clouds of dust and 
took out bearings Hasslm was on the 
box alongside th© driver. He (md at¬ 
tached himself to us on his own invita¬ 
tion and we are glad that he did so. for 
he proved to h© a ritual of such In¬ 
ventive fancy and such unusual meth¬ 
ods of attack that our natural resent¬ 
ment was fulrty lost in admiration. !!• 
was tall and »©stn, with n stern and 
military countenance and on© ©yc *©: 
at nn angle. His manner was imper¬ 
ious and from rhe moment when hr 
fastened himself upon us n© was in 
absolute charge of th© expedition. 

“Fear not.” h© said, holding up his 
hand Impressively. *i shall protect you. 
Yojj shiilI »©«• th© rock tombs and th© 
gr<tnd view of the valley and th© great 
bazaar of Asslut and no one shall d*» 
you harm, for 1 am Hasaim. son of 
Abdalla.” 

This had a most reassuring sound, so 
we mad© no rfxts.ance. Fop several 
hours he marched ahead of us. pro¬ 
claiming our social Importance and or¬ 
dering people out of the way. and ©\©ry 
ten minutes he led us into somo cure*

fully concealed trap and tried to sep¬ 
arate us front our plasters. All the 
time he went through the motions of 
defending our interests and fighting 
back those who would defraud us. For 
instance. In the bazaar. In a thought¬ 
less moment I had said that I wished 
to purchase an ebony walking stick. He 
led us to a dealer In walking sticks, 
and here the following drama was 
played for our benefit: 

Hasslm (to dealer)—This dis¬ 
tinguished gentleman wishes to buy an 
ebony walking slick. Show him your 
best goods and let the price be fair or 
never more shall I bring customers to 
your \ile shop. (To the crowd Jostling 
in upon us)—Stand back’ Do not 
crowd upon the distinguished gentle¬ 
men from America. 

Dealer (showing an ©bony stick with 
a badly carved handle of hone, sup¬ 
posed to he Ivory)—Ah. see! Yes! Ver- 
ra good stick! Is It not? Verra cheap. 

I (looking at It coldly and shaking 
my head as If In disapproval)—How 
much? 

Dealer—Verra cheap—only twenty 
shilling. 

Hasslm—Wha-a-t! (He rushes upon 
the dealer, smites him on the chest 
with his open hAnd and then tries to 
choke him). Oh, dog! Oh. unclean 
animal! Twenty shilling! (To us) 
Come! Let us go away. He Is bad 
man. Come! 

Dealer (entreatingly)—You make me 
offer. How much you give? 

Hasslm—Oh. child of darkness! Oh. 
crawling crocodile! You are trying 
cheat the high-born visitors. 

Dealer (crlnglngly)—How much you 
give? 

Hassirp (to mo)—Come, I will «peak 
with you alone. (He leads me away 
from lhe crowd and talks to me In a 
husky whisper.) This man 1 h bad 
n nn. Do not pay him twenty bob. No 
one la looking You slip the money to 
m© and I will buy It for fifteen. 

Now, fifteen shillings Is $3.75 In real 
money, and th© stick Is worth a dol¬ 
lar at the most extravagant valuRUon. 
so I say to Hasslm, “Are you In on 
this?” 

He does not understand, but he looks 
at rn© hh If hurt or disappointed, and 
then says. ”1 try to get It for ten. Walt 
h©re.“ 

Then I catch him by the slack of the 
blue gown and say that I will not give 
ten 1 authorize him lo offer flft©«*i 
plasters- seventy-five cent*. He aays It 
will be useless to offer such a small 
sum, as the Ivory comes from the ole- 
pliant and hunters must search many 
days to find the elephant and then car¬ 
ry the tusk forty-seven thousand miles 
across the burning desert to sell It to 
th© dealer in Asslut So l tell hlin to 
stand bark und l will neg"tlate In my 
own behalf. 8 o l break through th© 
crowd and offer three? shillings. Deris¬ 
ive laughter by the dealer, the crowd 
assisting. 1 offer four shillings. Th** 
dealer siys. “I ani a ruined man. but 
no matter—Lake It along for eight.” 
Then Hasslm elbows his way back to 
th© scene of trouble arid helps to com- 
plbate matters. He curses the dealer 
In Arabic and says to in® In 
a side whisper that he h *s suc¬ 
ceeded In buying th© stick for seven 
shillings. I offer fl\ © To make a long 
story short, after using up $% worth of 
time and $’*? worth of \ooal energy. 1 
buy th© stick for six shillings, and 
when I return to the boat the head 
steward exhibits one Just like it which 
he bought for two. 

This farcical "grand stand" play was 
repeated every time we stopped to pur¬ 
chase some trifling specimen of native 
Junk.

Now¬ 
adays. even in Spain, demons and evil 
spirits are no longer believed In, ex¬ 
cept among the humbler classes, but 
that Is not regarded as any good and 
sufficient reason why tho old practice 
of exorcising them should not be kept 
up 

On the night of the marriage. Madrid 
will be illuminated; free performances 
will be given In the five principal the¬ 
aters and in the houses of the nobility 
all over the land there will be feast¬ 
ing and merrymaking.

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S T. PETERSBURG—The light re¬ 
gard which Russian men have 
for the gentler sex Is Indicated 
by an old Muscovite adage, 
which says: **The hair of woman Is 
long, but her mind Is short** And th< re 
Is a proverb to the effect that seven 
females have but one soul. The wife 
has no voice In financial transactions, 
and her opinion 1* given little consid¬ 
eration. even In the regulation of do¬ 
mestic affairs 

It would seem that such a disparag¬ 
ing estimate of their Intelligence and 
general worth would ser\'o to dls+our- 
ago the Russian women and keep them 
In a state of subjection, but we find 
them made of such stern metal that 
they are doing men’s work and grad¬ 
ually securing equal rights. In Fit.land 
they drive hacks during the winter, and 
oven serve as police on tho frontier. 
Having shown their capability to do a 
man’s work, they have been persistent 
In their claim to share In his privileges, 
with the result that the Finnish women 
will be able to cast their ballots st th~ 
next election.

Women Work On Railways. 


The daughters of the Empire never 
lose an opportunity to demonstrate 
their ability, ami the manner In which 
they came to the rescue of the * »ov« rn- 
inent.during the late war did mu* h t» 
destroy the prejudice against them 
Owing to the scarcity of n.en they give 
their services as telegraph and tele¬ 
phone workers, letter sorters and ac¬ 
countants. A late statement showed 


that there were 22.1XW female employee 
In the service of the State railways. 
In addition to occupying all kinds of 
clerical positions, some of them even 
acted a-s guards. 

According to an old custom the Rus¬ 
sian bridegroom, on the day of his mar¬ 
riage. should put into one of h s boots 
a sweetmeat or a trinket, and into th* 
other a whip. After the ceremony the 
wife removes one of the bo*.ts If she 
happens upon the one which contains 
the trinket It la considered an omen of 

happy )*f* for hi r, but If >h. selects 
the hoot containing the whip it Is re¬ 
garded as an extremely unfortunate 
sign, and she is given a bride lash as 
an indication of what she May expect 
In future. 

Under the old law of the Church the 
husband was not only permitted to 
chastW'nis wife, hut vv.is enjoined to 
do so if she in any way proved negli¬ 
gent to her domestic duties. A num¬ 
ber of offenses were enumerated which 
would warrant punishment that was 
described as 'painful, but reasonable 
and beneficial.” In administering tho^ 
chastisements the husband was Ad¬ 
monished not to ”u*e a too thh k stick, 
nor to humiliate unduly by flogging be¬ 
fore witnesses.” it was also stipulated 
that the punishment should be adm Ma¬ 
ttered in an outer or upper room of tho 
house* so that the lamentations of the 
afflhtcd one should not reach the ears 
of the neighbors. The petted and pam¬ 
pered American woman could hardly 
sir* tch her Imagination to the point of 
« omprohrnding a state of H,>ofcty whet® 
the above measures would be toler¬ 
ated. 

The marriage ceremony In Russia is 
accompanied by some strange «»b«e v- 
ant-*. The mother has no right to g*» 
to the church, but must remain at 
home during the ceremony, when* she 
is supposed to put in her time crying.

Shedding tears Is a necessary accom¬ 
paniment to almost every part of the 
nuptial programme. On the day of the 
marriage the bride Is awakened by a 
company of her girl friends, who help 
her put on her wedding clothe^, every 
Item of which must be bran-new. Her 
hair Is braided down her buck and into 
It Is woven many ornaments In the 
shape of beads, ribbons nnd flowers.

Bride Must Be Tearful. 

As soon ns she Is awake someone 
brings into the room an empty bucket 
in which bread has been made. This 
is to signify plenty. It Is the privilege 
of the brother to put on the bride's 
shoes. After he has performed this 
service she is supposed to give him a 
flower and to cry over him. Sh-> re¬ 
ceives in turn each of her girl friends, 
aiul no matter how numerous they 
may be she* Is expected to shed tears 
over each one. It is believed that the 
last one to receive a flower and be 
cried over will be married first, so there 
Is a gn at scuffle to sec who will bo 
left until the last. 

A necessary adjunct to any wedding 
party is the donation feature. A big 
wooden how i covered with a cloth Is 
placed on n table near the bride and 
groom, and all who come to pay their 
respects to the newly-married eoaplc 
are expected to deposit a gift. If the 
donor has been too busy to make a se¬ 
lection, Its equivalent in cash Is very 
acceptable. The Jingle of coin makes u 
pleasing accompaniment to the shower 
of congratulations. 

A wedding invariably occurs at the 
church, and whenever it happens that 
the bridal party must puss through one 
or more villages, they are certain to 
be stopped several times by ropes be¬ 
ing tied m rosa the street. Before they 
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cun proceed the groom must pay toll, 
ahd his friends often levy against him 
*0 exorbitantly that he is financially 
embarrassed when he goes to house¬ 
keeping. At the church the young 
couple stand upon a piece of new silk, 
usually pink In »color. upon whi* h no 
one has walked before. It Is u tradition 
that the first to step on It will certain¬ 
ly rule the Household, consequently 
there Is a grand rush from the door 
to the altar, as each one makes the 
effort to lead In Russia a bride and 
groom are showered wKh barley In¬ 
stead of rice. 

After her marriage the Russian 
housewife must participate in many 
ceremonies at \he church. She Is a very 
busy woman Just before Easter. At 
this time she must prepure stacks of 
sweet bread with raisins In It. and piles 
of curds, hardened and molded In the 
shape of pyramids, with crosses In the 
sides and flowers on top. These cakes 
ami curds must bo taken to the chur« h 
the evening before Easter to he bless¬ 
ed bv the priest and sprinkled with 
holy water. On these occasions there 
are so many eatables brought to the 
church that there is not enough room 
Inside for the array of good things, so 
the overflow has to be ranged on the 
step* and along the outside 

The priest sprinkles holy water over 
the assembled people and the food, con¬ 
cluding the ceremony by kissing those 
who are nearest to him. Indiscriminate 
klt.s'ng is part of the rite, and if any¬ 
one offers to exchange saluatJons. the 
invitation must not he refused, even 
though It Is a stranger of the opposite 
sex who makes it. One woman told me 
that she had gone home from church 
with aching lips from kissing so many 
people. After the blessing the goodies 
are carried home and are servo! to the 
numerous callers who pay visits at this 
. . -;- s 


time. The custom of blessing and dis¬ 
tributing sweetmeats at Easter is uni¬ 
versal among all classes In Ka**M. 
Eggs are as oommonly used during the 
Easter observances as In this country. 

That the Russian housewife char¬ 
itable is shown by the pretty custom of 
putting outside the window, winter and 
summer, a box containing a bottle r,f 
milk ami a piece of bread, for the way¬ 
farer who may be wandering shout 
without shelter or food. There are va¬ 
rious societies devoted to helping home¬ 
less women, and others to give low- 
priced lodgings to the poor if both 
sexes. Another organization gives 
work to people without employment. 
The Russians believe that when n man 
gives alms he should never sh^w his 
face. They make It a rule never to 
speak of criminals as culprits, but use a 
which mean* ••unfortunate" Ev¬ 
ery one who posses the long line of ex¬ 
iles marching to SiberiA gives some¬ 
thing to each prisoner. A well-known 
saying is “pity and love are tho same 
word.” 

Russian women haw experienced 
great difficulties in forming their char¬ 
itable associations, because female 
clubs are forbidden. The Government 
will not permit any of them to be or¬ 
ganized unless they ore colled philan¬ 
thropic institutions. Tho nearest ap¬ 
proach that con be made to the modern 
woman's club Is a disguise in the name 
of charity. However, In the face of oil 
the difficulties a few ladies of St. Pe¬ 
tersburg formed what has developed 
Into on exceedingly weli-organlxed In¬ 
stitution. It is divided into twelve ac¬ 
tions, among which are a department 
for arranging courses of lectures, a reg¬ 
ister for finding employment fop wom¬ 
en. a savings hank department, ami a 
bureau for loaning money to the needy.

It doubtless also holds the record 
for picturesqueness, noise*, fanaticism 
of a religious character and types. 

On every aide are to be seen religious 
fakirs smeared with ushea, others do¬ 
ing penance for their stna on beds of 
sharpened spike*, while still others tor¬ 
ture themselves In the numerous ways 
characteristic of the Hindoo fanatic 
Turbaned caterers to the wants of th 4 
Inner man are plentifully sprlnkb 
about, bargain! are driven at the edg 
of the aa* red waters, und the noises of 
traffic mingle with the groans of peni¬ 
tents. the shouts of bands marching to 
the bathing, the shuffle of hundreds of 
thousands of moving bare and sandal- 
covered ft-el.

passed through the gates, and those 
who flocked fuirward after Ilia! hour 
brought the attendance up to 700.000. 
round figures In fact, every Chicago in 
who could crowded Into the great In¬ 
closure to help along the celebration of 
his city’s greatness. 

P«*rha6* the two men of this vast 
crowd uiio at-tmeied the greatest at¬ 
tention were Simon Pokaron and Chief 
J*»hn Young. PbgiwtUomle Indian*. 
Chief John Young, faring a *ea of up¬ 
turned jvileface*. had given Chicago 
it* name, and with true aboriginal can¬ 
dor he intrepetod it to mean "where 
the skunk dwells.” Simon Pokuron 
stood by Chief J.jhn Young’* side be- 
iHtise he wjls born on that September 
27. sixty-three yean* before, when his 
father deeded to Government agents 
rh** land on which t’hicago has been 
built. 

The Chicago World's Fair was no¬ 
table for its great crowd*. Illinois d.ty 
brought out nearly 244.000 persons; In¬ 
dependence day. 2S3.000; Transporta¬ 
tion day. 231.000; Polish day. 222,000; 
Railroad day. 202,000. 

Prior to Chicago day. the greatest 
crowd ever at an exposition numbered 
397,150, to a man. and it collected at 
that Purl* Exposition made famous by 
the Eiffel tower. The record-breaking 
crowd u( the Philadelphia Exposition 
numbered 


The most famous of all American 
crowds assemble* once every four 
years. It Is the Presidential Inaugura¬ 
tion crowd, end ati English writer w ho 
beheld the patriotic ten* of thousands 
massed about the inaugural stand, 
and standing patiently In a down pour¬ 
ing rain during the ceremonies, wrote 
that it is "one of the moat Inspiring 
among the events of the world.” Many 
persons who would fight shy of a 
crowd at any other time travel long 
distance* to become component parts 
of this crowd, and the average Amer¬ 
ican undoubtedly has a more or less 
definite notion that before he die* he 
will Journey to Washington to witness 
an inauguration. 

Our sea resort crowds ever grow 
larger, it Is no longer uncommon for 
Coney Island to have 350.000 visitors 
on n hot summer day.

The Somber Baseball Crowd. 

The somber appearmice if our base- 
bail crowd* 1* explained by the pres¬ 
ence of very few women. Tho b.iseball 
crowd is about the only one of our 
pleasure-ticking crowds that is not 
made up lit good part of member* *<f 
the colorful sex. It l» a strictly mas¬ 
culine crowd, with a harsh masculine 
way of expressing its pleasure or ois- 
pleasure. The least thing sways It; it 
Is Ju*t the *4>rt of crowd that a silver- 
tongued orator delight* to seize v.ith 
a strong sentence or two and carry w ith 
him to the end of his speech. 

Though baseball has been popular 
many years longer than the great Au¬ 
tumn gam#*, it I* only within 


year* that the record baseball crowds 
pressed the record football «row da 
close. The biggest baseball cro .\J » v» r 
assembled was that which wttnfKsed 
the final game In last year’s world 
champion* hip series. ), nunioer.d 
about 34.000. and took complete posces¬ 
sion of the Polo Ground*. 

As a general rule the American crowd 
Is well-behaved, giving little trouble to 
the police and others advantageously 
placed for emergency work. Foreign 
visitors have remarked on the good na¬ 
ture of the crowds gathered to watch 
the election returns; they have been 
astonished at the way in which sup¬ 
porters of victorious and defeated can¬ 
didates vie with each other in making 
election-night noise*. The lack of sul- 
lenness on th* part of tho defeated U 
indicative of American character. 

The crowd that dally surge* from 
Manhattan to Brooklyn over the Brisk¬ 
ly n Bridge is the most notorious of all 
our perennial crowds, its behavior 1* 
scandalous, its good nature nil. In the 
struggle for car spuce the finer Instinct* 
are forgotten, and the crowd Is brutish 
In the extreme from tlu» time the rush 
homeward begins until It dies out two 
hours later. Probably more persons 
have been Injured on or near the 
Brooklyn Bridg** since Its- dedication 
than In any other spot In the world, 
barring battles between armies, of 
course. 

One of th* areatept crowd* of modern 


time* Humbled on the Hodynvky 
Plain. Moscow, on May 30. 1*9$, t«* par¬ 
ticipate In the popular fete* Utclde.it to 
the present Czar's cOtfun.ition, It num¬ 
bered half a million, and whm It was 
dl*per»ed by soldier* a few hours after 
it had collected, it left dead behind va¬ 
riously estimated from 1.10) to 2 . 300 . and 
seriously wounded to the number of 
1 . 200 . 

All the night prior to th# 4 fete day ths 
horde of people, mostly pese.mts from 
Moscow and the provinces, streamed to 
the vast plain on which Napoleon had 
massed his army before marching into 
Moscow. By 0 o'clock in the morning 
they were packed about the jOO booths 
from which free food, drink and sou¬ 
venir mugs were to be distributed to 
one nnd all. Barrier* had been erected 
hi front of each booth to prevent undue 
crowding. 

There are various explanations a* to 
why the fete was turned Into a day of 
mourning. One is th.vt tin* crowd was 
greater than aiHlctpnted. tne crush in 
the rear pinioned tho*e in the van 
against the barriers, which finally gave 
way, and the people, finding them- 
selves free, swept forward In a great 
wave, trampling under foot oil who 
were not strong enough to keep their 
feet.

If you pin It down, don't 
Stretch either padding or covering, 
but pin emoothly. so that the top wUl 
••give** without creasing. 

Xay the embroidered piece (which 
has been washed In a suds a little 
more than lukewarm, squeezed out be¬ 
tween your palms and rinsed thor¬ 
oughly Id cold water) face down upou 
the cloth, lust ss It comes out of the 
rinsing water, with the excess moist¬ 
ure squeezed out. but still thoroughly 
wet. Cover It with a bit of muslin 
ion old handkerchief, the bigger the 
better, will do), and with a warm 
Iron literally preis It. passing over 
the piece heavily, but as quickly as 
possible. 

Take off the handkerchief and go 
over the piece with the Iron, pressing 
lightly this time, except over possible 
creases and upon heavily padded bits. 

If the edges are fringed, brush them 
•ul with a small, stiff brush kept Just 
for that purpose, or with one of th* 
little flat wire brushes, which make It 
look almost like new With scallops 
give the edee an extra heavy pressing’ 
to make them stand out plainly

Lace work, os a rule, has been so un¬ 
satisfactory In the matter of launder¬ 
ing, coming out of the process look¬ 
ing like anything but Us former beau¬ 
tiful self, thst a great many enthusi¬ 
asts have given up the work, rather 
than see It spoiled so soon. 

If It Is basted upon muslin or linen,

baaing powder. 

“Beal the eggs very thoroughly— 
whites ana yolks separately—melt the 
lard, sift lb« baking powuer into the 
meal and flour whu* yet dry, and stir 
this In at the last. Then, to borrow tne 
direction scribbled by the rattle-touguod 
girl upon the recipe when eh* sent It to 
me—'beat like mad!' Bake quickly and 
steadily in a buttered mould. Half an 
hour will suffice In cutting corn bread 
hold the knife perpendicularly and cut 
toward you." 

“May a benighted Yankee say a word 
as to water-ground meal?" asked Mrs.

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MUCH-DREADED event in the 
modem household Is the prep¬ 
aration and service of dinner 
on the night In each week 
when the maid la away. Topsy-turvy- 
dom usually reigns, and with salt and 
pepper oetlars forgotten, no drinking 
water on the table and a dinner not 
any too palatably cooked, the mule 
members of the family more often than 
not wish they had remained down 
town to eat. while the wornan who hum 
taken her turn in the kitchen generally 
oils down to the evening meal devoid

Just how to escape the evils of this 
night Is a problem which evei*y bouEo* 
wife should make a st>*dy of. for it 
has to do with the peaceful order of 
her household. She will find that she 
can solve It In one or two ways. The 
first Is to have only the simplest food 
on this night, such as steak or chofki 
for the meat course, canned vegetables, 
creamed potatoes and a dessert which 
can be bought at the nearest bakeshop. 
In this way. with a little planning, 
the table can be set in the customary 
fashion, and once served, there will 
be no need of each member of the fam¬ 
ily jumping up to fetch some forgotten 
necessity. 

The second solution of the problem 
is to haxe the maid cook one or more 
of the dishes which will be requited 
on the day before or the morning A 
her day out. Then there will be little 
left for the housewife to do. and what 
Is more, all the clumsy cooking uten¬ 
sils will be out of the way And not 
waiting to be washed when the din¬ 
ner Is over. 

Here are some delicious viands which 
will meet with hearty approval, and 
which can be prepared with very lit¬ 
tle difficulty: 

Two ways of serving ooUX boiled 
chicken. Have a fowl or chicken c->ok- 
ed until tender, the water being fla¬ 
vored with onion, paraley and a slice 
of ham. and allow it, when done, to 
cool In the liquor. An hour before time 
for dinner remove the chicken from tha 
liquor, take aJT the akin and pick every 
bit of light and dark meat from the 
bones Then there at* two methods 
of preparing these well seasoned scraps. 

No I—En Casserole—Make one pint 
of thick white sauce, using one cup of 
the liquor in which the chicken w is 
cooked and one cup of milk Thick* n 
with two tablespoonfuls of flour and 
one tablespoonfui of butter Season 
with salt, popper and mace. Should 
the sauce not be perfectly smooth, 
strain through a hair sieve. Now place 
the chicken In the casserole or baking 
dish and oover with the sauce Spread 
ovgr the top of this a piece of buttered 
paper and put on the cover Cook In a. 
moderate oven for three-quarters of an 
hour. Then place the chicken on pieces 
of toast on a hot platter. Stir two fggs 
into the sauce which remains in the 
dish. and. if handy, two tablespoon!uls 
of cream. When thick remove from the 
stove, add one teaspoonful of lemon 
juice a few drops at a time and pour 
over the chicken and toast. 

No. 2—Chop the pieces of cold chicken 
meat into fine morsels Make a thin 
white sauce, using the liquor in which 
the chicken was cooked, and stir the 
morsels of meat Into H Now prepare 
thick pieces of toast, put* tbe meat on 
it. pour over the gravy, and with a ring 
of cooked rice about the edge, serve at 
cam. piping hOL 

Asparagus Salad—Have a bunch of 
asparagus cooked In the morning until 
the stalks are quite tender, and yet un¬ 
broken. Cut off the hard white portion 
and drain the heads on a soft cloth. 
Serve with mayonnolse dressing which 
can also be made early In the day 

Potato and Tomato Salad—Pass the 
yolks ef three hard-boiled eggs 
through a sieve into a basin Season 
with celery* salt, pepper, a dust of cur¬ 
ry powder and a little sugar. Add two 
lablespoonfula of oil, working it into 
the yolks of the eggs by degrees with 
a wooden spoon. As soon as s perfect¬ 
ly smooth paste Is formed pour in a 
dessertspoonful of vinegar. When the 
Ingredients are thoroughly mixed add 
very gradually three tablespoonfuls of 
thick cream and sufficient chopped 
parsley to give the dressing a speckled 
appearance. Remove the skin from 
Mine new potatoes which have been 
boiled and allowed to get cold. Then 
cut them Into moderately thick slices. 
Cut up some peeled tomatoes In a sim¬ 
ilar majuter. Dress the potatoes with 
the ©gg mixture and arrange them 
neatly In a salad bowl Place the slice* 
of tomato among them and. if desir 'd, 
garnish the salad here and there with 
pieces of fresh watercress. This Is bet¬ 
ter If kept In the Icebox a number of 
hours before serving. 

Egg and Cress Sandwiches—Pass the 
yolks of four or mar* eggs through a 
sieve and pound them to a paste with 
two tablcspoonfuls of butter. Season 
with salt, pepper, a dust Of curry pow¬ 
der and a teaspoonful of vinegar. Add 
two tablespoonfuls of finely chopped 
cress Spread some buttered slices of 
thin bread with tha paste, make Into 
sandwich***, roll in a damp napkin and 
place in a tin box until dinner t,n\g. 
These can be served in pDce of the reg¬ 
ular bread and butter. 

Tomato and Cucumber Sandwiches— 
Cut some thin slice# from a fresh cu¬ 
cumber. and also cut some tomatoes 
into thin slices. Spread all on a soft 
cloth before they are required for a 
short time Put some fresh butter into 
a basin and beat with a wooden spoon 
until It Is quite white and soft. Season 
with celery salt, pepper, a dust of cur¬ 
ry powder ind a little vinegar. Have 
ready some moderately thin slices of 
white bread. Spread them rather th! k- 
ly with the prepared butter, place a 
slice of cucumber and one of tomato

Even the 
peacock plumes, wdUeh are newer, nnd 
are now shown In every color of the 
rainbow, cannot attain Just the top 
notch of dressiness the aigrettes and 
paradise plumes achieve. These Inst 
have the lightness necessary for sum¬ 
mer trimmings nnd the dearness which 
prohibits their bring vulgarised, which 
may in a measure account for their 
present prestige.

White or black ospreys are im¬ 
mensely in favor, and an odd trick of 
the moment Is to put one at the front 
of a little hat. to stick off sidewise in 
a way certainly dangerous to feminine 
embraces. Brown tulle, masse*! under 
hats in any color—even black and 
white, continues to be & feature of 
under d&klng*. and often the three 
little false curls which go with them, 
appear. These seem funny when the 
hat Is on the milliner's stick, but once 
posed upon the head the little hat 
curls take a natural and pretty side 
fall. 

So much for the perfection of mod¬ 
ern millinery, though many women 
(those who neglect the tremendous 
Importance of the coiffure) vow that 
the Present hats bear no relation to 
the human head.

A new pink, as brilliant as water¬ 
melon, was exhibited by another gown 
of moderate cost, the material of which 
w’os silk muslin, set off by deep cream 
lace with the silky finish of old-fash¬ 
ioned "blonde."

Coarse 
and fine net. and one kind of novel lace 
In combination* Is also better than a 
single lace, with one net pure white, 
the other cream, nnd the lace edging a 
still deeper shade.

And as 
she seems to have acquired ths ltnaok 
of reading letters through the other 
person's eyes, she wastes very little of 
our time bringing us unimportant mis¬ 
takes. In other w’ords. she does not 
work mechanically. She uses her judg¬ 
ment in the slightest duty which shs 
may have on hand. 

"If It Is a clerk, she does not allow 
work to slip by which some other girl 
ha# shirked, nor Is she content to put 
any but her best efforts Into any aala 
which she makes or Into finishing up 
thoroughly and minutely the seemingly 
unimportant details of her position. 

"When 1 first started in as an employ* 
er 1 thought it was brains that made a 
girl worth money to me. After many 
years of experience I have learned that 
it Is the girl who applies whatever Ideas 
she may have to the work in hand, al¬ 
ways w Ith a view* as to w hether or not 
it is the thing we want. In fact, half 
the battle of every successful employe 
Is In studying the methods and ths 
whims of the person over her. The at¬ 
tention of the man higher up Is In¬ 
variably won by this delicate form of 
flattery, and It tells in the size of the 
weekly or monthly salary every time. 

"In direct contrast to the tactful girl, 
for this Is no more nor I*?*s than what 
I would call the first class of em¬ 
ploye*. is the girl whose work is val¬ 
uable because it Is original. New Ideas 
are always at a premium, whether they 
be schemes for making work easier 
or ways of turning old Ideas and goods 
to up-to-date account. Show me the 
girl who can present a novel *usg*stlon 
and I will show you the girl who does 
not have to ask for a raise In her sal¬ 
ary.

No writer can explain h<>w this 
combination and contrasting of lights 
and shad*.** Is nto/le to suggest color, 
for this is the acme of the craftsman’s 
art, to be learned only in long years 
of study and practice But It does not 
take an artist to see that thr band of

Seymour On Batting. 


“Cy‘* Sevniour. hading batsman of the 
Xiitlonnl league, season of 1906. ha* this 
to say of tho art of batting: ”If I were 
oxkid to give two principal suggestions 
for good batting they would l>c: Know 
your pitcher and keep close tab on the 
position of the fielder*. 1 ascribe a large 
portion of my showing last year to the 
nil and run game. 

’I would give the runner on first base 
hi* slgxml to steal and then aim to hit 
the bail through the shortstop or second 
baseman’s position, according ns the one 
or th© other left It open to cover the 
bag and catch the runner. For that very 
rcuson I rarely or never seek to run for¬ 
ward pu*t the plate and m«et Ihe bail 
before the curve break*. By playing a* 
far back of the piste os possible ( get 
that much more time to be sure wrhlch 
Infielder In going to cover second base.

When a man has attained ths 
prominence that Philadelphia 
Jack O'Brien has In the prize 
ring, ho Is bound to command the atten¬ 
tion of not only the staunch devotees of 
boxing, but also of those who take but a 
casual Interest In the doings of the glovs 
men. There Is something to be admired In 
the man who stans in at the lowest rung 
and by dint of hard work and close at¬ 
tention to buxines* works himself up to 
the highest pinnacle, be he hanker, me¬ 
chanic or fighter. O’Brien wasn't born 
a champion—he made himself one. Nor 
was he always ao clever. It Is on record 
that In his first few fights hr was awk¬ 
ward and showed but little knowledge uf 
ihe finer points of the game. A short 
resume of his ring career might be of 
sumo interest fo those who admire the 
later day scientific boxer. O’Brien, whose 
right name L Jos* pi; F. Hrvgnn. was born 
In Philadelphia January IT. 1S7S. He was 
on© of twelve children, ten of whom axe 
girls. Ho started boxing os an amateur 
tn 1536 nnd has engaged In 151 fights os 
a professional. Out of all these contests 
he has lost but two-one to Young Peter 
Jackson, who stopped him In thirteen 
rounds. In San Francisco, In Febru¬ 
ary, 1900, and the other to Hugo 
KHly. who took a ten-round de¬ 

cision from him In Indlunupolls In 
April, 1!M>. O'Brien’s record Is one of tlie 
most remarkable In the history' of the 
ring. He has not only fought pretty 
much ail over the United States, hut has 
Journeyed to Alaska, and returned with 
a clean record, and made two trips to the 
other side, where he engaged In bouts 
In England and Scotland without meeting 
a reverse. With Jeffries barred, he seems 
to bo about the next In lino for the 
championship. His recent victory over 
the veteran. Bob Fitzsimmons, showed 
that he is a wicked puncher when he 
trie* to be. as well as a fast and clever 
ring general. To-day he Is one of the 
best drawing cards appearing before the 
public. 

• • • 

Along back In the spring of *9$ O’Brien 
wus driving a Imm for his father. On 
April 23 of that year he fought hi* first 
regular bout with the glove*. It was on 
amateur contest with Nealy Collins and 
took place at the Penn Art Club, which 
was then under the management of Bob 
Heady, the well-known fight promoter 
who is now managing Eddie Hanlon, the 
California featherweight. Billy Payne 
was to have boxed Collins, hut for sum* 
reason ths former failed to appear and 
O'Brien took his place, winning the de¬ 
cision. Shortly after this O'Brien entered 
the amateur tournament that was held 
at ths old Caledonia Club at Thirteenth 
and Spring GardA sheets. Philadelphia 
In this tournament O'Brien, who weighed 
about 135 pounds, won second prize, a gold 
watch. He turned professional on Dec-m- 
l»er 12 of the mm«* year and boxed a six- 
round draw with Isadore Strauss nt ths 
Arena, at Broad and Cherry streets. Then. 
In quick succession, followed his bouts 
with George Bussell, Bobby Dobbs, Mar¬ 
tin Judge. Isadore Strauss. Dun McCon¬ 
nell and 1^ site Pierce In March. 1897. 
Billy Payne, who had been O'Brien’s 
teacher, undertook to stop him In u n 
rounds at Athens, Ps. He not only failed 
to accomplish the tusk, but was hlmm-lf 
bested by his pupil. This t» one Instance 
where the old saw about the pupil never 
being able to defeat his teacher wi»* 
proved fallacious. Payne bad gone lo 
Atheu* from Philadelphia In n cab and it* 
he had wagered all his ready cash that he 
would stop O'Brien In the stipulated lime 
b« didn't have the money to pay the cab¬ 
by. Jack was so elated at defeating his 
rst while Instructor that he advanced him 
the necessary money. He then fought 
Bobby Dobbs again. Young Smyrna and 
Bull McCarthy. 

• • • 

On June 7 he went to Baltimore to box 
Barney Gunners, and as Ids treasure 
chest was rather light. It is said that he 
rode moat of the way on a B. and O. 
freight. He boxed a fifteen-round dmw 
with Conners and received for his ef¬ 
forts the magnificent sum of seven dol¬ 
lars. After ti»e bout with Conners, he 
went to Reading. Pa., and ojn-ned a 
.ysteal culture school where he taught 
xlng am! delsnrte attitude*. Asa aid** 
Ursu*j he gave boxing shows on his own 
book ut Glider’s Auditorium, which Is now 
known a* the Bijou Burlesque Theater. 
In the*- contests he defeated Paddy 
Sheehan and Martin Judge on June 9tn 
and ISlh. respectively. The day after lie 
won from Judge, he wired to Jack Han¬ 
lon. the present manager of Young Jack 
Hanlon, who was then in lialtitnore 
where he had gone lo second O’Brien 
against Conners, to come to Reodtng. 
Jfanhm. who was a clever lightweight at 
the time, hod been forced to remain In 
Baltimore after the Conner* fight ttmiugh 
the lack of funds, the seven dollars which 
O’Brien htul received not being sufficient 
to pay two hotel bills and two railroad 
fare* from the Monumental City to Read¬ 
ing. The night before Hanlon received 
tho wire to leave for Reading Mo fought 
twenty round* In Baltimore with Billy 
Duke, winning the decision. He received 
enough money from this Uiut to pay his 
debts and expense* and took a train In 
the morning for Reading. When he ar¬ 
rived there. O’Brien told him that he was 
billed to box six rounds that night with 
O’Brito himself and that tickets wore al¬ 
ready on sale. O’Brien also said. Incident. 
ttMy that he had become so clever that 
Hanlon wouldn't put a glove on him, 
"Well.” said llunlon. “If that Is the case, 
why n*»t give me a IHtle chance because 
l*m a bn fagged out after my twenty 
iv»un*h* with Duke night before last.” 
kl’Brlen vetoed the proposition and fought 
for ail he was worth. The bout w*ent the 
full six rounds and was one of the bent 
lever own In Reading. O'Brien won the de¬ 
cision and proved Uuvt he was its clever 
as he had claimed. After tho contest, 
Hankm told him UuU ho hail a great 
chance of some day becoming a cham¬ 
pion. In later year* O’Brien has often 
referred to the remark and said that the 
encouragement Hanlon had given him 
had spurred him on and given him a lot 
of additional confidence in himself.

Thta gain, which 
was about $15,000,000. however, reflected the 
repayment by gold-importing banka of ad¬ 
vances that had been made to these Institu¬ 
tions In order to facilitate gold Importations 
from Europe, the receipts of the metal ag¬ 
gregating a little more than the above sum.

TO EASTERN JOCKEY CLUB 


Naming of Horses Is Now Topic of Discussion, and It Is 
„ Urged That Governing Turf Body Assume More Dras¬ 
tic Control of Nomenclature of Performers. 


I N the usual suggestions which appear 
Just before the meetings of the East¬ 
ern Jockey Club, one proposition Is 
frequently brought forward and i* 
now being urged by some of the turf pa¬ 
pers—that is. restrictions of severer na- 
turo over the nomenclature of horses on 
recognised courses. 

At one time, when the “Jaw-breaking** 
names of certain stables gave trouble 
alike to bookmakers and bettors, it was 
thought that some action would be token 
limiting the number of syllables permitted 
In any animat** name to four. This failed 
of passage, however, says the St. Louis 
Republic. 

Rule* now governing the naming of 
horse*, on both Eastern and Western turf, 
provide for the refusal of registration of 
any sacrilegious, blasphemous, profane or 
obscene name, of uames which are sug¬ 
gestive or which may be twisted so a* to 
be Indecent. 

The Western turf 1* also strictly op¬ 
posed to the changing of any horse's 
name, once hls title has boon registered. 
What is now being urged Is the adop¬ 
tion of some more stringent ruling for the 
convenience of the public and the ring. 

The Morris stable had an array of 
horse* for several seasons, whose names 
j were the despair of the layer* of odds. 
HulUtlopochtll wm one of these and an¬ 
other w-a* Caoutchaclnc. An English turf¬ 
man. evidently impressed with the idea 
that he could go this ono bettor, named a 
horse, tho following year, Neueraitthero- 
mlth. Ho was follow.nl by another Indi¬ 
vidual who endeavored to win purses on 
tho English turf with an anlnml burdened 
by the name of Pull-Up-Your-8ocks. 

Bookmakers are not the greatest adepts 
In the world at pronunciation. This was 
shown by the fact that nearly every layer 
In tho EAstcm rings, at one stage, pro¬ 
nounced tho Musketeer's name a* ‘Th© 
Muskceter." believing In nil sincerity that 
the horse was named after tho pestlfcr- 
1 on* Insect. Their literary training evi¬ 
dently had not boon in the line of Dumas, 
nor was their Idea of spelling mosquito 
In accordance with Webster. 

Several horses which meed lie re had 
their names mispronounced most consist¬ 
ently by tllio layers of odds. The hors© 
Damocles, which used to race at the Fair 
Grounds In the Bennett colors, was gen¬ 
erally called out by those who accepted 
bet* as If hls name w-os spelled I>vm-0- 
k«lf. The closest mom of them got to It 


I wo* Dnm-ok-1©©*. with the accent 
strongly on the second syllable. 

In-Ko-SJ-Kuo# was the name of a two- 
FWAr-old which raced iwt the St. Louis 
I'Ydr Grounds and later. In hls older day*, 
at the outlaw tracks. Inasmuch a* per¬ 
sonal opinion largely governs the con-rot 
expression of this name, the combination* 
which were produced wens something ex¬ 
traordinary. 

Several horse* in the early ‘nineties, 
bore names which were suggestive and 
thi* led to the ruling of the Jockey Club 
anent such titles. Ollier* luul names 
wideli were so senselessly Idiotic tlwit It 
would have been a relief for everyone 
had their owners and their horse* been 
barred a* a measure of convenience. 

it Is gratifying to note, however, that a 
man whose mentality is mi perverted a* 
to name a horse with a profane or sug¬ 
gestive name ha* rarely. If ever, made a 
success With such nn animal. The deduc¬ 
tion is that tui owner who is a big enough 
tool to give #uch titles hasn't bruin* 
enough even to train tin** horses properly. 

The sensible method of naming horse* 
!* that folk rived by many breeders, by 
which the name of the horse gives an in¬ 
dication of its pedigree. 

Another point now being urged by some 
writer* is more thorough Jurisdiction by 
tho turf txdtes over the colors permitted 
on the turf. The Australian Jockey Club 
took the first steps Iri this matter and doe* 
not permit kindred shinies to be used. For 
Instance, yellow can be used, hut canary, 
orange and lemon or cream are not recog¬ 
nised. Red is used, but cardinal and scarlet 
are not. Blue must be blue and lavender 
or light blue are barred. 

Moreover, minute patterns on Jackets, 
cross bars on sleeves, cross belts or the 
habit of dividing the jacket Into upright 
halve* are burred. 

This Is to make It more convenient for 
the public to distinguish horse* at the 
post and In the progress of a race. Every¬ 
one who ha* attended races know* how f 
difficult it is to separate horses who may 
Ih- half a mile aw*Ay, when their color* 
are nearly akin, or when they are of 
light shade* lavender, cream, white and 
Jackets of lighter shades marked with 
small bands can readily be confused at 
that distance, while a horse whose rider 
hears a Jacket divided perpendicularly 
show* onacotor of jacket ns he posses the 
suml anoganothcr as he Is on the back 
stretch. 

It is urged that a like measure be adopt¬ 
ed by the turf bodies of this country, but 
with the leading stables having time-hon¬ 
ored colors, many of which are In direct 
conflict with the Australian rulings, it I* 
likely that the passage of such an ordi¬ 
nance would have little chance here.

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Old-Time Runners Did Not Believe 
In Rubbing Down.

Hold Record For Forced Marches, Beating 
Even the English Mark.

The army of masseurs and rubbers that 
accompanies the athletic teams of college 
and athletic club* is an object of con¬ 
tempt to many of the notable runner* and 
athletes. In the old day* the methods 
were often rigorously Spartan In their 
simplicity. Jamie Reilly, who ha* not 
gone a half mile at more than a moderate 
walk since the early ‘80s, la perhaps the 
most decided of the runners of the old 
day* on this subject. 

“We never bothered much about a rub- 
down when i firm started to run," he said 
to a reporter. “The custom was creeping 
In before I ran my lost race at Worcester, 
but 1 never got the habit. 

“That's It, exactly— a habit. Ask any of 
these Olympic* cracks what would happen 
to him If went home without a good 
kneading and rubbing after a day's run¬ 
ning work It would be a case of Char¬ 
ley horse or strained tendon the tlrst time 
he tried to hit the cinders again. 

“W* never had those troubles, though, 
and I guess all of us did more running in 
two weeks in the old day* than the*** fel¬ 
low* do In a season. I once ran a match 
race at a mile In the morning, put on my 
clothes and went home to dinner, and 
after taking part in a mile professional 
was gam© for th© cross-country run that 
the meet wound up with. 

“I'm not boosting. There were thirty or 
forty others who did the same thing that 
day. It was nothing unusuAl. 

“It won't do now. though. Everybody I* 
specialising Just the same !n sports a* In 
the trades and professions. Did you ever 
hear of young Parsons, .if Yale, running 
In the hurdles or the dashes? Not much. 
He's a haJf-mller 

“it was the same with Arthur Duffey 
In the hundred He never run the half- 
mile. but he could have done It. 

“Specialising brings greater attention to 
detail, and this rubbing business Is one 
of the detail*. You hear a lot about the 
Improvement of athletic standards, but it 
* Just the result of specialising.“ 

MATSU NEW FIELD SPORT. 


A MERICAN soldiers have mode some 
long, hard rides in the campaigns 
In which the forces have been 
engaged since tho first regiment 
of regulars was made possible by the law 
of the land, says the Chicago Post. In a 
recent article the magnificent horseman¬ 
ship of an Individual soldier wax touched 
upon more than briefly, but I should not 
be understood that endurance and skill 
aro not the part of the vast majority of 
the members of Uncle Sam’s mounted 
service. 

No army in the world. pcrha(>#, has had 
the same opportunities to teat the endur¬ 
ance of cavuirymvn and cavalry horses 
as has the small regular force of th© 
United State*. The long, level stretches 
of the plains and the activity of the ma¬ 
rauding Indian, mounted on hls tireless 
ttronco, have been In part the condition* 
which gave to the mounted arm of the 
United States Army it* matchless chances 
for long, forced marches. 

Col. Theodore Ayrault Dodge, of the 
army, has coltectcd the official record* of 
long-distance cavalry rides and has made 
them public so that they may be com¬ 
pared. If one wishes th© comparison, with 
the performance of the soldier force* of 
other nation*. 

Some time ago a squadron of th© Natal 
Mounted Rifle* rode eighty-five miles in 
twelve consecutive hours. The English 
press speak* of this ride a* being a re- 
markable achievement. From tip* stand¬ 
point of the American cavalryman the 
ride Is almost th© reverse of remarkable. 
In the year 1891, at the time of the Sioux 
uprising In South Dakota. Capt F. 8. 
Fountain. United States «'avairy. with a 
detachment of hls troops, real© eighty- 
four mil©# In eight hours. This record is 
vouched for. and It Is better than that 
of th© Natal Mounted Rifles by about 
four hour*, the distance being within on© 
mile of that made by the South African 
troops For actual speed this forced 
march stands, perhaps, at th© head of the 
American army record, though other rid©* 


hove been more remarkable in other re- 
apects. 

In the year 1879. when thp Utc* suc¬ 
ceeded In getting some United States 
troops Into what afterward was known 
as 'Thornburg’s nit hole." throe mount¬ 
ed courier* succeeded In slipping through 
the circling line of savage*. Every' one 
of them reached Merritt's column. 176 
mil©* distant. In less than twenty-four 
hour*. The exact time was not taken, 
for. as CoL Dodge put* It. “Rescue was 
more Important than records." 

It must be understood, of course, that 
th©ee tide*. All of them, were made with¬ 
out changing horse*. The steed at the 
start was tn© steed at tho finish. Th© 
best rider, according to cavalry expert*. 
Col. Dodge in particular. is not the man 
who taken a five barred gate or W'ho can 
ride standing, but the man who by In¬ 
stinct know* the condition of hls horse, 
and. though getting the most out of the 
animal, known how to conserve hls 
strength. 

In the year 187fl MnJ. Henry W. Law- 
ton. who afterward when he had won his 
stars met death In the Philippine*, rod© 
from Red Cloud Agency, Nebraska, to 
81dn«y. In th© same Plate, a distance of 
126 mile*. In twenty-four hours. Gen. 
Crook had sent him with dispatch©*. The 
road, where there was a rood, was of 
the worst, but Lawton delivered hls mes¬ 
sage. though h© linked five years older 
than he did when it had been given him 
the day before. The hors© that laiwton 
rode was fit for service again Inside of a 
day's time. _ 

Four trooper* of the Fourth Cavalry 
who had volunteered for the particular 
service rode In th© summer of 1870 from 
Fort Harney to Fort Warner with dis¬ 
patches. Their route lay through an In¬ 
dian country and tho men were told to 
make the best time possible without kill¬ 
ing their horses. „ . . . 

The troopers were on their mettle. 1 hey 
mad© the distance—140 mile*, twenty 
miles of tho way being through loose 
wind—tn twenty-two hours, th© actual 
marching time being eighteen hour* and 
thirty minutes. At Fort Warner they 
r«*ted one day and then returned to Fort 
Harney on tho same horses at the uni¬ 
form rat© of sixty miles a day.
